uotiec by the canvasser for the Plym- 
outh Monument fund. 

That comer- stone was laid hy the 
Masons of Massachusetts, n state, 
which, forty years ago, was moving 
to annul the lodge, as inconsistent 
with republican institutions. At the 
time of that ceremony in Plymouth, 
in 1859, aged citizens, clergymen, la- 
dies, and all were thrust out from the 
awning, to make room for the order, 
which was displaying itself, much to 
the annoyance and indignation of the 
old Puritans present. Upon tho in- 
scribed plate deposited within that 
corner-stone, was engraved tlio ingig- 
lia of Masonry. 

What right had that single associa- 
tion thus to tbrust itself into such an 
position, and so isloted to perpetuate 
wliat many citizens believe to be a 
misrepresentation and a slander, viz : 
hat tbe Pilgrims had any open or sc-

We publish in another column an 
article by Mr. Carpenter, which con- 
tains no severe animadversions, but 
only some gravely importaut histori 
facts, of which the present generation 
of young men are almost entirely ig- 
norant.

After excusing himself from repeating 
tbe clause which binds a Master Mason to 
chastity, he says, -‘The substance of the 
clause is simply this ; it binds those who 
take it to keep the sereuth commandment 
iaviolilte so far as it mny relate to the fe- 
male department of a brother Master Ma- 
son's family ; provided, however, they shall 
know nt thi 
long to such family, or sustain such a rela- 
te a Master Mason. It is true that the 
clause does not enjoin a viblatiou of the 
seventh commnndment in other cases not 
specified, but certainly it con tains the allow- 
ance of it, or else there is no meaning in 
the obligatnd restriction of chastity to a few 
specified coses. * * It mny give us a 

more clcor and definite idea of what is en- 
joined, nnd what is allowed, in the clause 
here examined, if we bring forward some of 
the other commandments under the same

No Holiness with Masonry. 

How many Christiaos, if they would only 
speak, might tell of struggles similar to 
those described in the following letter! In 
thcao individual contests with the powers 
of darkness the enmity of the spirit of Ma- 
sonry to the Holy Spirit of God is most 
truly seen. 

The letter was written by a brother pas- 
tor to Bro. W. Post, to whom wc aro in- 
debted for it. 

Sept 10, 1871. 

My Dear Bro. Post: 

You must excuse my 
delay. I have been sick, I understand 
you to promise thnt my nnme and address 
shall be conccnled. I know enough about 
Freemasonry to be assured that danger 
lurks around the path of him who is known 
to throw aside its assumed obligations 

My thoughts respecting Freemasonry, on 
becoming acquainted with it as sn existing 
institution, were that it was somewhat con- 
venient to belong to a fraternity the mem- 
bers of whicli were numerous, nnd scattered 
over the globe, so ns to he met with almost 
eveiy where ; to be ‘in possession of secret 
signs by which I might make myself known 
to other Masons, who, though strangers, 
would be under obligation to aid me ac- 
cording to my need. 

Gn being sent to servo the charge at 

K , I learned there was a Masonic 

lodge, and felt some little desire to become 
one of its members. I hsd understood, 
howaver, thnt no one was ever solicit -d to 
join them, and was much surprised to re- 
ceive st least an indirect iuvitation to be- 
come a Mason. I complied. Gn the even- 
ing on which I was to he initiated, being led 
into an autc-room for preparation, I was 
much struck with the evident nervousness 
of those who were preparing me. Their 
voices and hands trembled in s manner I 
could not but notice. It caused some very 
unpleasant surmises to pass through my 
mind. Entering and receiving the fearful 
' ' obligation,” I no longer wondered that the 
thought of administering such horrid oaths 
to a minister of Jesus should make them 
tremble. I felt as if caught in a net. 
Could it be possible I bad taken such 
oaths! It seems yet like a dream. I re- 
member how tbe utterances almost 
choked me. 

Thus I was made s Mason j and I felt 
that in becoming one I bad compromised 
my Christian character. The step once 
taken, it was difficult to withdraw, and so, 
like thousands who would wish to with- 
draw, I yielded in view of the difficulties, 
and taking the two following degrees, be- 
come a Master Mason. 

I soon found the fraternity had not x 
very profound regard for those moral prin- 
ciple* to which my attention was so distinct- 
ly colled at the time of my invitation; and 
not unfrequently did I find myself at a 
Masonic gathering which proved at length a 
bacchanalian feast How often I have 
blushed to think that, ns a Christian minis- 
ter, I was thus associated with men of dis- 
sipated habits. I would have been glad to 
find a good occasion for withdrawing my- 
self. but none occurred. I sought ease, 
however, in absenting myself from the 
lodge. 

Shortly after, I moved to another 
chaigc, where I saw an amount of work to 
be done that truly terrified me. As I 
gaxed upon the indifference, worldlings and 
formnli- m of the church, and considered 
what would be necessary in order to mouse 
the people, I often cried out, in 
tho agony of my soul, *• Who is sufficient 
for these things!" I finally reached the 
conclusion thnt tbe entire sanctification of 
soul alone would fit me for the work 
before me. 

As I sought this blessing, those things 
rhich were of doubtful character, and of 
rhich I hsd been, as it were, semi-con- 
scious, rose before me in immense propor- 
tions They stood between me and tbe 
blessing I sought, and I must sacrifice them 

never obtain it. Prominent among these 
obstacles was the fact that I was a Mason. 
The clearness with which the Spirit pointed 
out Masoniy os on obstacle to my sanctifica- 
tion was wonderful. There were offered 
me, in my new chsrge, peculiar induce- 
ments for being an active Mason ; bnt the 
Spirit demanded that I should sacrifice 


them. I thought of men who professed 

holiness who were Masons, hut it mattered 
not, tho Spirit held me to this, nnd sus- 
pended the blessisg upon my eonduct at 
this point. If my consecration did not 
covor the Masonry question, it was reject- 
ed ; I, at least, must renounce Masonry if I 
obtained sanctification. 

The particular form in which this matter 
ras presented to my mind by the Spirit 
ras thia; If, as a Mason, I accept, os tho 
penalty of nuy disclosure, a horrible death, 
which L to bo inflicted by Masons, if at all, 
then do I nut, in becoming n Mason, take 
osth of my readiness to inflict such horrible 
death upon any one disolosing the secrets 
of Masonry I If I did not, then no ono 
does it, and tho obligation rests uowhore, 
nnd tbo whole affair is a farce, If it rests 
on the wltolo fraternity, it rests on coch 
member of it. Then it rested on me. I 
now dntermiaed to hnve nothing further to 
do with a body bound together by such 
murderous obligations, and hnving promised 
my Saviour never again to enter the lodge, 
I soon renoivod tho baptism of tho Holy 
"host. 

This is, in brief, tho history of my con- 
nection with the order. I have proses ted 
tliis matter to other Masons as the Spirit 
presented it to me, aod tho result has been 
cause at least ono other minister of Jesus 
to take a like stop — give up the order. 

I am »orry I have not had time to- give 
iu a more elaborate aocouat, aad that thia 
has boon so long delayed, but it hna been 
unavoidable. Wishing you suceexs in your 
effort* against this iniquitous system, I am 
Yours in Jesus.

THE OBERLIN COUNCIL. 

By this time the respected brethren 
at Oberlin, who communed with Free- 
masons hofore this nation in a -’Union 
Communion Service," eon coolly look 
over their course and see whether we oi 
they are in the mist. Our objections 
are succinctly these: That they com- 
muned with those Freemasons 
umsT of this discussion, more than 
three years after the issue, Freemason- 
ry vs. Christianity, was made at 
Pittsburgh ; tlint it was ’ ’ a Union Com- 
munion Service,” that is, a communion 
of all evangelical Christians, and they 
thus took Masons, nnd, at least, one 
lodge officer, into that league or circle 
of evangelical churches, right in the 
church which, after six months discus- 
sion, had voted Frcmasoniy a disquali- 
fication for fellowship in that church 
where they sat; and that they did this 
without one word or note or utterance 
of remonstrance, Prof. Finney giving 
his sanction to the Council by prayer 
and remarks, and to that communion 
with Freemasons by assisting in the ad- 
ministration of it ? 

Those respected brethren knew that 
many of us looked with dread on that 
Council — called officially by a Masonic 
chaplain — as stimulating, if not called 
for the very purpose, so far a 
promoters were concerned, o 
acting the endeavor to cast Freemasonry 
out of the church, hy giving it honor- 
able membership and virtual control i; 
a body endorsed and covered by tli 
reputation of Oberlin for reform and of 
Mr Finney fur piety ! And. to make 
the blow more terrible, George Thomp- 
son of Michignn, presented a resolu- 
tion on secret societies to their business 
committee, which was suppressed, and 
no appeal taken to the body and not

But it also believes that there is t] 
difference between n legislature and a 
church, that onejadmits. the oth< 
eludes, nnregenerate men. We there- 
fore vote for sinners, knowing them to 
he such, if no other better candidate is 
at hand. The intention of civil govern- 
ment is to keep order by force until the 
grace of God changes men’s hearts and 
fits them for heaven. We practically 
infer, from these ideas, that Freema- 
sons, as such, are not ineapable of 
holding civil office, as they are disquali- 
fied, hy rejecting Christ, for commun- 
ion in his church. That is to say, in 
the last war, we would have voted for 
a Freemason who was a likely man 
rather than for a known secessionist 
and villain. 

But we think it the duty of Chris- 
tian voters to reject and refuse to vote 
for Freemasons when the question of 
Freemasonry is in the issue made be- 
fore the people (as it will soon general- 
ly be) : 

1st. Because they are members of a 
secret foreign government in our midst 
2d. Because, as such, they have 
other oath, other tribunal^ and other 
legislatures than American. 

3d. Because they are in sworn league 
with foreigners, which league, and its 
provisions, adhering Masons will obey 
whenever, hy discussions, the order is 
eliminated, brought out, and disentan- 
gled, so as to assert itself, as the slave 
system was forced, hy discussion, to do. 

The Presidential canvass now being 
inaugurated, to terminate next Novcm 
her, may not be made to turn on this 
issue; hut we incline to fuvor the nomi- 
nation of an electoral ticket of our own 
and Standing by it.

By these traditions 
and ceremonies on which some of the 
degrees are founded, they , teach the 
candidate that it wns their ancient cus- 
tom to execute those who violated their 
obligations and became traitors, 

The three ruthnns who are said lo 
have killed Hiram Aliiff, were appre- 
hended and 
mice with the pcunlties of the oaths — 

’ 'according to the several imprecatii 
of their own mouths." This wns tie 
by the institution — by older of the 
Grand Master, Will it be said that 
they were muiderers, and nccoidilig to 
the laws of God deserved to die/ lint

<ers? They were not executed accord- 
ing to the law of God as muvderers, hut 
according to Masonic law and by Ma- 
sonic authority.

Master to apprehend him One of the 
nine (Joabcrt.) "found the cavern ni 
entered it alone, where, by the light of 
a lamp, he discovered the villain asleep, 
with a poniaid at his feet. Inflamed 
at the sight and ai- United by tin impa- 
tient seal, lie immediately seized the 
poniard, slabbed him, first in Ihe head 
and then in the heart. Joabcrt sereied 
the head from the body and taking it 
in one hand and his poniard in Ihe oth- 
er, he, with liis brethren, returned lo 
Jerusalem. Solomon was at first very 
much offended that Joabcrt had put it 
out of his power to take vengonnee him 
self, ill presence of and as a warning li 
the rest of the workmen, to be faithful 
to their trust; hat by proper interces- 
sion was again reconciled. Joabcrt be- 
came highly favored of Solomon, who 
conferred on him anil his eight eom- 
p inions, the title of Elected Knights." 

The degree of "Elected Knights," 
nos founded on this execution. Though 
it was not ill strict conformity to Ma- 
sonic oaths, yet it received the sanction 
of the institution. Joahert mid his 
companions were rewarded for their 
zeal in the work of death, by new and 
distinguished honors; and a new de- 
gree instituted, the emblems and furni- 
ture ot' which are designed to transmit 
to posterity a representation of the 
hloo'dy deed.

Mason- 
ic authors claim that Masonry is tin 
spiritual descendant of these same mys 
terics. If we grant the validity nf this 
claim, and 1 am of the opinion lli; 
is valid, what follows ! The ginnd de- 
sign, ns we have sern. of these ancient 
mysteries was to bind body anil soul to 

king or commonwealth and priest; but 
as the priest was only the creature of 
the State, the ultimate object of th 
whole was. in most cases, to holster up 
irresponsible despotic power, and al- 
ways, a state but partially free. 

Masonry being the spiritual descend- 
ant of these, must Imve a similar 
But what is the power to be sustained 
by it? Not the (state ; for the modern 
mysteries, unlike the ancient, are n< 
observed by the order of, or in the ii 
terests of, the State. Nut the Cliri 
tiuu Church, for Christ is expressly e: 
eluded from their ritual. Being th< 
Spiritual descendant of heathen religions, 
they must be a religion. Their i 
ligious oaths nud ceremonies arc eo 
tnv.'rtieos to bind the conscience, but 
what ? What is this tedium quid that 
claims heart and life allegiance ? It is 
found only imperfectly in the lower de- 
grees, eiieli of which is sworn to obey 
the commands of those nhovc it Henee 
the folly of asking a member of the low- 
er degrees about the charm 
lodge, He hns only sworn to obey a 
master without knowing who he is, < 
nlmt his diameter may be. He ca 
never know unless lie tearux it fvom n 
outsider, or is one of the favored fei 
that rem li the tup of this mystic laddei 
where is the seat of this invisible des- 
potism that rules mid guides the whole, 
sharing its power, indeed, in 
with the degrees below, ns the tyrant 
dues with bin subalterns; hut only tl« 
more firmly to srenve its ill-gotten 
gains, and retain in its elute lie- 
masses below, 

All nrc sworn to pay it tribute and 
obey its behests. It gives account to 

nobody of any of its mailers. Eman- 
uel Kebold, a high Masonic authority, 
says that a distinguished Count of 
France, n zealous Protestant, after years 
of active and successful effort in dissem- 
inating the higher degrees, found that 
the Knights above him, whpse orders 
be had been obeying, were Jesuits 
whose great effort was toovci 
very Protestantism lie mast of all 
wished to establish. 

Consider now the appropriate sphere 
of Church and State. The one claims 
the' allegiance of the heart, nnd causes 
it to yield to all the claims of truth and 
right, thus nlone making free govern- 
ment possible. The other secures pro- 
tection to the rights of the subject, and 
affords a convenient clnmiicl Ihrougli 
which to unrry out his wishes in respect 
to material interests; as a return, it 
claims his undivided allegiance in all 
mutters within ils sphere, and enough 
of hts sutfttiinee to secure the ends in 
view The domain of Christianity is 
the heart; thut of the State is the out-

Last evening’s Post had under tbe 
head of Crimes and Casualties, tbe fol- 
lowing; "A melancholy reflection to 
thoughtful people was occasioned by 
the commencement of the trial of pris- 
oners in the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning, 'flic first three prisoners 
pleaded guilty to charges of burglary. 
They were boya, though all were old 
enough to earn an honest living. That 
there ure so many youths iu this great 
city capable of accomplishing the grand- 
est possibilities, who arc led away by 
evil example, or by thc ubsonce of tbe 
iueulciition of good principles, is a sad 
commentary on, and grave impeach- 
ment of, our lauded civilization. Ia 
there no help for them? Are they to 
ho hurried away to prison, there to be 
further contaminated hy thc inevitable 
associations of thc wretched place ?" 

To my mind, one of thc prominent 
causes of thc increase of crime among 
the hoys of our cities is the increasing 
difficulties thrown in the way of their 
loiiruiug meehnnicol trades. Nearly nil 
trades in our cities are now practically 


under the control of tbc "trades 
unions," which only allow an average 
of one apprentice to eight journeymen 
in nny shop under tlieir control. The 
result IS thnt the hoys of this genera- 
tion are practically excluded from all 
opportunity to learn mechanical trades, 
no mntter how much they desire it 
They connot all became professional 
men, elerks, or accountants, and so 
multitudes nre left in tbo streets with 
nothing to do, except aucb precorious 
employment os can be found. The 
old adage is pretty nearly correct, that 
’ ' an idle brain is thc devil's workshop,” 
and so it is not at all strange that boys 
should be found arraigned as offenders 
in our criminal courts. About the only 
chance an Ameriean born hoy bas to 
learn a trade is by getting into tbc pen- 
itentiary or reform school, while the 
ranks of our skilled mechanics and arti- 
zatis are mainly recruited from tbe 
workshops of Europe. 

Make the chance to learn a trade free 
to all hoys, and encourage them to 
avail themselves of it, and we Bhnll not 
see so many arraigned in our criminul 
courta, or serving out sentences in our 
prisons. How this can he done I do 
not know, for the unions seem now to 
be master of the situation, and though 
the employer could profitably work as 
many boys ns men in his husincss, he 
cannot do so and retain the services of 
any of his skilled workmen. 1 would 
like to suggest to the next Labor Con- 
vention the consideration of this ques- 
tion, viz. : Wbat influence is thc present 
arhitrary rule of the trades unions in 
relation to apprentices having upon the 
present generation of boys in our cities ? 
It is certainly of sufficient importance 
to be taken into account ia their efforts 
to solve the labor question.

I noticed in your issue of last Satur- 
day a communicotion signed hy Mr. 0. 
C. Gibbs, endeavoring to put upon 
trades unions a large share of the re- 
sponsibility for the criminal conduct of 
some of the hoys of the city. So much 
effort has been made of late to throw 
upon these useful associations the blame 
for various social ills, that I am inclined 
to protest in their name, at least against 
deductions drawn from mistaken prem- 

Mr. Oihhs asserts that boys arc prac- 
tically prevented by trades unions from 
learning honorable professions, by arule 
prohibiting the employment of more 
lhaq one apprentice to eight journey- 
men. Ot tbe only profession of which 
in this particular i have knowledge (the 
typographical) tbe ratio is one to five, 
and in many instances the employem 
do not work ns many apprentices as 
they might under the rule, thus show- 
ing that, in their establishment, at 
least, tbe regulation spoken of ta not 
prohibiting hoys trom learning the busi- 
ness who would do so if it did not ex- 
ist. 1 suppose the truth to be that, in 
nearly all the trades in which unions 
can be well maintained, tbe geest bulk 
ol the labor involved could not he per- 
formed satisfactorily by others than 
skilled workmen, and that, for labor 
wbieb apprentices coil do the allowance 
is ample. Aud it is ample also to sup- 
ply thc demaud for journeymen. There 
mny be trades in which "the ranks are 
mainly recruited from tbe workshops 
of Europe," but I do not know where 
to look for them. The nnmber of for- 
eign-made printers in this city is utter- 
ly insignificant, compured with tbe 
whole number. 1 think Mr. Gibbs 
must seek in another direction for tbe 
causes which produce these effects, 
w bicb are so much to be deplored.

This is precisely tlie ques- 
tion that tlie publisher of the Cynosure 
asked the Secretary of thc Chicago 
Typographical Union last summerwben 
he told our foreman that we must hire 
certain men and pay certain wages or 
he would have him turned out of the 
” Uniou." 

We further told this meddler in our 
affairs to leave our office and ■ ' mind 
his own business," and informed him 
that we would hire whom we pleased, 
and would discharge any man that at- 
tempted to dictate to ns in thc least 
At tbc next meeting of the "Union" 
the office of Ezra A. Cook it Co. was 
denounced as a " raf office." Previous 
to this meeting we wore rated as a 
’• Uniou office," although we bad re- 
peatedly refused to have anything to 
do with thc ” Union." 

The proprietors of tlie "Union 
Foundry Works,” of this city, were 
recently waited on hy a cammittee of 


the ’■ Moulder’s Union," and informed 
that they must discharge a man in their 
employ who did not belong to the Union I 
or all the other moulders would leave. 
They replied by posting up a notice 
stating that they would employ who- 
ever they chose, and any men or com- 
mittee attempting to interfere with their 
husiness would bo discharged instantly. 
Tbe "Union” moulders then said they 
would stay if the obnoxious notice was 
taken down, but this was also refused. 
The moulders left, but others are tak- 
ing their places. 

The members of tbe "Stonecutter’s 
Union” at Sherman’s marble yard re- 
cently tried tbe same tbing, with the 
same result. The one man not be- 
longing to the "Union" stayed, and 
thc <’ Union" men nil left, and others 
not belonging to tbe ■’ Union" were 
found to take their places: k. a. o.

Bnird, who has takeu 17 degrees in Ma- 
sonry. has addressed all these meet- 
ings. Tbe Convention will adjourn to- 
day, The following officers were elect- 
ed yesterday :

Tbe following is the Constitution 
adopted : 

We, tbe undersigned citizens of Liv- 
ingston county, Michigan, believing that 
secret, oath-bound combinations and 
tbeir auxiliaries are adverse to our free 
institutions and to equal rights, and 
consequently that they should be dis- 
countenanced and opposed by all loyal 
and Christian men ; and further, in view 
of their extended und threatening 
movements, we are convinced that mu- 
tual and organized efforts on our purl 
are demanded; we therefore form our 
selves into an association and adopt for 
our government the following Constitu 

1. Tbe name of tbis association shall 
he known ns the Livingston County 
Anti-Secret Society, Auxiliary to the 
National Christian Association Opposed 
to Secret Societies. 

2. Its objects shall be to enlighten 
our fcllow-citizcns ia regard to the na- 
ture, movements and designs of exist- 
ing secret orders, especially tbe parent 
of the entire family, called Masonry, by 
obtaining and* circulating reliable infor- 
mation with regard to tbe orders, und 
particulars here specified, thereby ena- 
bling the loyal community to offer in- 
telligent opposition to such orders and 
to their movements. 

3. Tbe officers of this associution 
ahnll be a President and Vice-president 
for each township in tbe county, a Sec- 
retory, Corresponding Secretary and 
Treasurer. These officers shall he the 
Executive Committee of the associa- 
tion, and shall be appointed by the as- 
sociation for one year, but shall hold 
their offices till tbeir successors nre ap- 
pointed; provided, however, that wben 
it ia not convenient to bring all these of- 
ficers together, the President, one Vice- 
president and tbe Corresponding Secre- 
tary shnll be a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business in tbe intervals of the 
meetings of thc association, and if nec- 
essary, communication cau bo bad with 
the other officem through tlie Corre- 
sponding Secretary. 

4. Tbe society shall meet half yearly 
at such time and place as shall have 
been specified by the previous meeting 
of the society; provided, however, that 
the Executive Committee shall buve 
power to call a meeting of the aociety 
when thought necessary. 

5. Any ono mny become a member 
of this association by signing tbe Con- 
stitution. 

Tbe following preamble and resolu- 
tions were also passed: 

HTtereiis, the oaths, obligations aud 
teachings of Masonry are thoroughly 
and designedly anti-Christian; and 

IPherens, Such oaths nre adminia. 
tered and received in direct violation ol 
thc civil law which both parties, the 
administrator and receiver, are bouud 
to obey ; and 


IPAerena, The oaths thus adminis- 
tered and enforced by barbarous death 
penalties bind those who take aud ad- 
here to them to violnte thc laws of God 
nnd the laws of their country ; and 

Whereas, The parties thus bound aim 
at controlling, nnd they are controlling 
to a very alarming extent, the most 
important positions in Church nnd 
State; and 

Whereas, The tenchings, obligations 
nnd titles of Masonic mastem, together 
with their secret movements, nre ex- 
ceedingly nnti-rcpublican ; and 

tr/iei'ens, No law or authority is 
recognized ns binding when opposed to 
Masonic law and authority, nor arc 
such laws and authorities obeyed when 
they conflict with M nsonic law and am 
thority, further than poliry may seem 
to require for the time being; and 

IK/i evens, Other secret, auxiliary, 
lawless orders arc more or less identical 
with the Masonic Society, and have 
sprung from it, nnd, for the most part, 
work in harmony with it; therefore, 

Resolved , That our duty to God and 
to our.country bind us to use all proper 
means within our power to expose and 
suppress nil sucb combinations, espe- 
cially Unit called Masonry, which is the 
parent of all secret combinations in this 
country, the Ku-Klux and Mormon 
clans included. 

Resolved, That to concentrate our 
power und give intelligent direction, to 
our efforts, we conceive it necessary that 
loyal men form themselves into State, 
county, and, it may be k township or- 
ganizations, and thus net with harmo- 
nious eacrgy throughout tlie length 
nnd breadth of our beloved country. 

1 Thus shall a well-organized nntl-seeret 
phalanx meet a well-organized secret 
foe. 

Resolved, That to be successful, it is 
essentially necessary that we sltonld use 
our influence in every legal and proper 
1 way to raise to office competent and 
honest men, not oath-bound slaves, or 
those mean creatures who become tbeir 
tools. 

Resolved, That a man wbo is hound 
by Masonic and siniilur oaths and obli- 
gations, is Iherehy disqualified to set as 
judge, juror, or witness, ia any trial 
• the object of which is to ascertain the 
truth and administer justice. 

Resolved, That in the present state 
of this conflict there is no neutral 
ground. " He that is not for us is 
against us.” 

Resolved, That tbe silence of the 
press with regard to secret ordem nnd 
their lawless and very alarming move- 
mentais highly criminul, and especially 
so when editors publish what is pleas- 
ing to such orders, and suppress wbat 
is displeasing to them, and that regard- 
less of the loud calls of truth and jus- 
tice, andatill more criminal is the si- 
lence of tlie pulpit in this regard. 

Bro. Levington sends also the follow- 
ing resolution, which was omitted in the 
above report in tbe Detroit Post: 

Resolved, That we fully endome tbe 
Christian CvxosuaE, as alike bold and 
intelligent in ita opposition to secret or- 
ders, and desire that its circulation be 
greatly extended.

Being satisfied 
that the Wesleyan Church would not 
accommodate the audience that would 
assemble, we asked Cor the use of the 
Presbyterian Church. Thc pastor, 
Rev. Patterson, freely gave his con- 
sent, but thc trustees overruled and 
closed the house. Wc also asked for 
the use of the M. E. Church, which 
was refused by both preacher and 
trustees. We were consequently 
thrown upon our own resources, with 
the full belief tlmt tlie wrath of man 
would he overruled for tlie advance- 
ment of truth.

To" the honor of 'God alone I wilbsay 
a little'of my own experience in this 
matter. X was powerfully converted 
on the morning of the 10th of Octo- 
her. In the evening of the same day, . 
and on the morning of the following 
day. I received overwhelming baptisms 
of the Holy Ghost, that went, through 
me, as it seemed to me, hody and soul. 1 ' 
I immediately found myself endued 
with such power from on high, that a 
few words dropped here nnd there to 
individuals were the means of their 
immediate conversion. My words 
seemed to fasten like barbed arrows in 
the souls of men. They cut like a 
sword. They broke the heart. like a 
hammer. Multitudes con attest to this. 
Oftentimes a word dropped, without 
my remembering* it, would fasten con- 
viction, and often result in almost im- 
mediate conversion. Sometimes I would 
find myself, in a great measure, empty 
of this power. I would go out and 
visit, and find that I made no saving 
impression. .1 would exhort aud pray, 
with the same result. I would then 
set apart a* day for private fasting and 
prayer, fearing that this po . *er had de- 
parted from me, and would inquire 
anxiously, after the reason of this ap- 
parent emptiness, After humbling my-, 
self, and crying out for help, the power 
would return upon me with all its fresh- 
ness. This has been the experience of 

I could fill a volume with the history 
of my own experience and observation 
with respect to this power from on 
high, It is a fact of consciousness and 
of observation, but a great mystery. I 
have said that sometimes a 'Mole has in 
it power of 'God. Y have often wit- 
nessed thi^ Let the following fact' ill 
lust rate it I once preached, for the 
first time, in a manufacturing village. 
The next morning I went into a maini- 
facturiug establishment, to view its ope- 
rations. As I passed into the weaving 
department I beheld a great company 
of young women, some of whom, I 
observed* were looking at me, and then 
at each other, in a manner that indi- 
cated a trifling spirit, and thal they 
knew me. I, .however, knew none of 
them." As I approached nearer to 
those who had recognised me , they 
seemed to increase in their manifesta- 
tions of lightness of mind. Their levi- 
ty made a peculiar impression upon me ; 

I felt it to my very heart I slopped' 
short and looked at them ; I know not 
how, ns my whole mind was absorbed 
with the sense of their 1 guilt and dan- 
ger. As I settled my countenance up- 
on them I ohserved that .one of them 
hecame very much ag' rated. A thread 
broke! She attempted to mend it, but 
her hands trembled in such a manner 
that she could notdoit I immediately 
observed that the sensation was spread- 
ing, and had- become 'universal among 
that class of trrflers. I looked steadily 
at them, until one after another gave 
up, and paid no more attention to their 
looms. They fell on, their knees, and 
the influence spread throughout the 
whole room. I had not spoken a word, 
and the noise of the looms would have 
prevented my being heard if I had. In 
a few minutes all work was abandoned, 
and tenrs and lamentations filled the 
room. At Hus moment the -owner of 
the factory, who was himself an uncon- 
verted man, came in, accompanied, I 
helieve, hy the superintendent, who 
was a professed Christian. When the 
owner saw the atale of things, he said 
to the superintendent, " Stop the mill.” 
What he saw seemed to pierce him to 
the heart. '* It is more important, " be 
hurriedly remarked, 1 ' that these souls 
should he saved than that this mill 
should run.” As soon as the noise of 
the machinery had ceased, the owner 
inquired, '’What shall we do! We 
must “have a place to meet, where wt 
can receive instruction." The superin- 
tendent replied. "The mule- room will 
do.” The mules were runup out of 
the way, and all of the hands were no- 
tified and assembled in thatroom. We 
bad a marvelous meeting. I prayed 


with them, and gave them such in- 
structions as at the time they could 
bear. The word was with power. 
Many expressed hope that day; and 
within a few days, as I was informed, 
nearly every hand in that great estab- 
lishment, together with the oWner, had 
hope in Christ. — Pres. Finney in the 
Independent.

those who fancy themselves immensely 
rich." He adds: ' " Religion, piire, 
unadulterated Bible teaching, rightly 
applied, never injured the, mind of any 
one ever so deeply, interested. " „It is 
well to have this testimony to go on 
record. It is only a testimony in line 
with evident designs in the divine 
economy. We beiieye thnt religion has 
a most beneficial influence sanitarily, 
that the redemption the Lord Jesus 
Christ brought uffcots now even the 
hody. It lengthens life directly by in- 
ducing more careful habits, It quiets 
and regulates the mind, and so indi- 
rectly controls the body. We know 
how it keeps up the will whose influ- 
ence over the body is so marvelous, 
sometimes the only tiling 'to keep one 
from sinking, like a plaak under the 
chin of a man in the waters, Said one 
in the hospital to us, ,- I should be- 
come a confirmed lunatic were it not fdr 
the grace of God." — Poston Journal.

POISONING THE WELLS. 

A recent College Courant (Jan. 27.) 
records the death of ” the two oldest 
Literary Sooieties in Amebioa," " The 
Zinonian,”: and 11 The Brothers" of 
Yale. 

The Courant observes : - ’ ‘ Although 
no definite action has been token to 
kill them,' they. arc practically dead, 
and have been 'so, for several yeats. 
The younger and secret fraternities of 
Yale ha\e usurped the time and inter- 
est which was once so freely lavished 
upon these venerahle institutions.” 

There is a modern college tradition 
that John Quincy Adams ,and Edward 
Everett were, in some way the cause of 
banishing "secrecy" and the hazing 
’ ' initiations " from these old societies, 
whose records run hack to 1753, nine- 
teen yeare beyond a century. Other 
colleges followed their example. It is 
certain thnt those distinguished schol 
ars and statesmen were openly opposed 
to secret societies and did much to 
overthrow them. It is also certain that 
the " Zinonian'! and ■' Brothers in 
Unity " were originally secret, but be- 
came open societies; that their venera- 
bly antiquity, which freemasons make 
their boast and capital, could not pro- 
tect them from (he green mistletoes of 
tlie lodge, which sprung furtli in a 
night, fastened on these old cehtury 
trees and sucked out their life ; u? the 
lodges are doing to our courts, chuiohcs, 
towns, counties aud legislatures. For 
who cannot sec that the brick hall be- 
hind the Court-house, is drawing force 
and power of that Court-house into 
itself, lenving it sickly os a decayed 

Our colleges and college societies arc 
the well-springs and fountains of na- 
tional thought and .character, . and by 
these secret orgies and rites of initiation, 
Satan is poisoningaur wells, an art 
and method of warfare uniting the 
skill of civilized, with the disposition of 
snvage men. 

I not long since conversed with an 
alumnus of Yale, a young clergyman, 
who assured me that he was allowed, 
by favor, ss the son of- a rich citizen, to 
Stand hehind the curtains and see fresh- 
men from the country, aons of farmers 
and artisans, put through the solemn 
foolery of the blanket and horse-.play of 
initiation, — and that in "venerahle 
Yale." (How venerable, when such 
things are allowed 1) The good Pres. 
Hitchcock, of Amherst,, wrote, to nine 
Presidents of Eastern colleges, nud 
printed their answers in his last book, 
all condemning secret college societies ; 
nnd yot, to-day, those secret societies 
defy faculties and destroy the ” Zino- 
nian" and "Brothers." What has 
become of the manhood of our colleges 1 
And what is to become of our country, 


when these trained Jesuits ut‘ the 
schools are its rulers ?

A STATEMENT OP FACTS RELATIVE TO THE 
i CONFINEMENT OF WILLIAM MOROAN IN 

FORT N1AOARA, AND SUOH OTHER FAltTS 

OF THAT CONSPIRACY AS FELL WITHIN 

THE E.NOWLF.noX OF TUE WRITER. 

In presenting the following statement 
of facts, I heg leave to observe that I 
have no other exeuse to make for the 
part I took in this foul transaction than 
tlint I was a Royal Arch Mason, and 
did at that time consider my Masonic 
obligations binding upon my conscience ; 
and now, since these obligation? are be- 
fore the public, I rim willing to abide 
by their decision how much I was actu- 
ated by principle and how much by 
fear; one thing, however, is certain, 
that although nothing could have been 
more repugnant to my natural feelings, 
yet a sense of duty and the horrid con- 
sequences of refusal outweighed every 
Other consideration. 

Injustice to those who took a part 
in this transaction, I would observe that 
as for us' I am acquainted with them, 

I feel myself warranted in saying that 
they were urged to Uiose excesses hy a 
strong sense of duty they blindly 
thought themselves hound by the most 
horrid penalties to perform ; and it is to 
be lioped-thnt the world will be charita- 
ble to them ’ hy commiserating their 
misfortunes and extenuating their 
faults, should, they renounce this in- 
iquitous combination and honestly and 
fearlessly disclose the parts they acted 
in this conspiracy and the causes which 
urged them to it; "but should they still 
persist in their obstinate silence, they 
must not expest that lenity which they 
otherwise might be entitled to from an 
indulgent puhlic. 

It is to be hoped that an institution 
whose very principles lead directly to 
snch horrid outrages, and which is en- 
tirely made up of dissimulation and 
fraud, will be.completely suppressed in 
this 'country arid throughout the world, 
and that u barrier will he instituted to 
preveiif'it from ever again polluting the 
earth will) its insidious influeuce. But 
the public must not expect to accom- 
plish this desirable object without un- 
wearied pains and, incessant vigilance ; 
their task is but just commencing, and 
should they lack in circumspection or 
perseverance the monster will yet flour- 
ish with more power and commit great- 
er enormities than ever. 

Fort Jf iagara'is situated tin the point 
of land formed by the junction of the 
Niagara river with Lake Ontario. When 
it was evacuated by the United Stales 
troops iu May, 1820, it was put in 
charge of tho writer of this article, who 
kept’ehnrgc of it until about the 1st Of 
August following, when be was relieved 
from the snme by the present incum- 
bent, formerly a Lieutenant in the 
army; he was appointed Light-house 
keeper and agent in the quartermaster 
department for that port. His family, 
together with that of the writer, were 
the only inhabitants whatever on this 
side of the river within a mile of the 
fort; the residence of tho writer was 
within a few rods of the fort and close 
to the rivers bnnk, where he kept a 
tavern and ferry, nnd he had either 
resided there or within the fort, with 
the exception of a few months, from 
August, 1S16, to Oetoher, 1827. 

On or about tho.lltji of September, 
1826, two Masons called on me and 
stated that they had some very impor 
taut business with me, and asked for u 
private room; I conducted them to one, 
when one of them observed that their 
business with me was of the utmost 
importance, nnd asked if I wns n friend 
to Masonry; the other then ohserved 
that there was no danger in making 
known their husiness to me, as I had 
the confidence of, and wns much re- 
spected hy, the Masons. I observed 
that I was a friend to the institution, 
or ought to be; that I hnd belonged to 
the order a good many yenrs, and had 
always heen well received nnd used by 
them. They then observed that a' 
wretch by the nnmc of Morgan, of Ba- 
tavia, hnd been writing the secrete of 
Masonry; that the. book must not he 
suffered to appear’, as such an event 
would ruin the institution; that the Ma- 


sons were determined to suppres 

all hazards; that Morgan must be put 
where he could be of no more injur} 
to Masonry, nnd that their business wni 
to find a secure place to confine him it 
for a tew days, until he could he sent 
over the river and delivered to tlie Can- 
adian Masons, for them to send him 
further on, or otherwise dispose of him 
as they thought proper; that they 
could think of no better place than Fort 
Niagara, and asked my opinion. I an- 
swered that I thought the fort would 
he us safe a place as they could fix upon 
for that purpose, and also, in answer to 
their furtherinquiries, that there were 
rooms where lie could be kept perfectly 
secure; and that the keeper of the fori 
was a Mason, and consequently would 
aid and assist in the business. We 
then called on another Mason, before 
whom the same conversation took place 
as at my house ; he expressed a per- 
fect willingness to render every assist- 
ance in his power, and made the offer 
of any building under his charge for 
the purpose, and when the magazine 
was fixed upon as the most suitable he 
premised to have it put in readiness for 
the reception of the prisoner by having 
the fixed ammunition nnd other puhlie 
property taken out nnd put in the store- 
house near hy, as it was understood 
the prisoner might be there in two or 
three nights. 1 then observed to one 
of them that I thought the wiser way 
would he to let the book appear and 
laugh it down; that Morgan undoubt- 
edly hnd friends, who would probably 
raise t disturbance which would result 
in a greater injury to Masonry than the 
book could effect; that somo trivial al- 
teratiou could be made in the manner 
of working, as was done when Jachin 
and Boaz appeared, which would as ef- 
fectually prevent book Masons from en- 
tering lodges as if no disclosure had 
been made. He said my advice might 
be very good, but it was probably too 
late to take it, ns Morgan wns probably 
.already in the hands of the Masons and 
on his way west. 

. These two Masons first mentioned 
now took their leave, and the other in- 
formed me the next day that he had 
put the building in order for the recep- 
tion of the prise 
wards learnt, left carelessly 
the fixed ammunition and other public 
property behind. On this or the fol- 
lowing day, a Mason observed to me 
that he had two keys that fitted the 
magazine, and that I had better take 
one of them, urging as a reason that as 
be was in the employ of government it 
would not do for him to see Morgan, 
and then he would be able to testify, if 
Called on the subject, ' 'that he never 
saw aim” Ahout this time, or a few 
days after, I observed to him that I 
thought we had got into a bad scrape. 
He answered that there was nothing to 
fear, for it had been so ingeniously 
contrived that every one was implicated 
thnt knew anything about it; and 
if a discovery should be made, the pun- 
ishment would be but trifling, as the 
crime could be made nothing more than 
false imprisonment; besides, continued 
be, we should he considered sufferers 
in a righteous cause, and, for his own 
part, hi should want no better fortune 
than wbat the Masons would make up 
to him if he got into difficulty by this 
means. We both agreed upon this 
point, however, that as we had been 
called upon to act our part in this affair, 
it would not do to refuse, ns such a 
course of conduct might cause our 
fidelity to the order to be suspected hy 
the brethren, and thus onr liberties, 
and perhnps our lives, might be haz- 

Nothing further of moment trans- 
pired, to my present recollection, until 
the night between the 13th and 14th 
of Septcmher, 1826, when 1 was called 
from my bed about midnight, as near 
as I could judge, by a Mason of high 
standing, who had been 

, nnd a High Priest of the ore 

der. I hurried to the door but partly 
dressed, where he met me, nnd in a 
low voice, but with great earnestness, 
and iu a hurried tone, said, "Giddins. 
we have got the d d perjured ras- 

cal who has been exposing our secrets ; 
he is here, bounu, hoodwinked and 
your clothes 


as I afterwards leurnt, was Morgan) was 

blindfolded with 1 a white handkerchief, 
his arms were tied hehind him with a 
cord, and his hat was hauled down over 
his forehead. Two men led him to the 
ferry-boat, one taking hold of eaeh arm 
near tho shoulder, as though he was 
too weak to walk alone. As I after- 
wards discovered, ho appeared to 
man about 50 yeare of age, a little 
bald on tho top of his head, and about 
5 feet 7 or 8 inches high. He spoke delib- 
erately, had a correct pronunciation, 
and from what little I heard him con- 
verse, I concluded that he was pos- 
sessed of u handsome address, and had 
a good share of common sense, and 
was well acquainted with mankind.

A generation has passed away since 
the spirit of investigation and inquiry 
was aroused. Perhaps in no State was 
this investigation more exhausting and 
thorough than hy the Legislature of the 
Sta-e of Connecticut. We presentsome 
extracts from the report of a Committee 
of that body, the whole of which may 
be found in Rev. Chns. G. Finney’s 
work on " Freemasonry ” recently pub- 
lished. 

1 ' Report to tlie Hon. General Assem- 
bly of the Slate of Connecticut, note in 
Session,” (May. 1833.) 

The committee to whom was referred 
tlie petition of Gaius Lyman and others 
beg leave respectfully to report that wc 
have had the same under consideration, 
and inquired by legal evidence into tbe 
truth of tbe matters therein set forth, 
and are of the opinion that the same 
have been substantially proved and arc 
true. The committee, at the commence- 
ment, adopted the rule that wc should 
attend to no evidence except such as in 
our opinion would be admissible in a 
court of law. It was proved by these 
witnesses, that oaths similar incharactev 
and some of them identical in phrascoh 
ogy to those set forth in the petition 
have been repeatedly administered in 
this State. The Committee believe tbe 
administration of such oaths to be highly 
improper, and that the same should be 
prohibited by legal enactments. Our 
reasons are: — 

1. Because they aic unauthorized by 


Constitution of the United States, 
which prohibits the infliction of all 
cruel and unusual punishments; and 
by the tenth section of the first article 
of the Constitution of this State. 

The committee therefore introduce a 
bill, and recommend its passage, pro- 
hibiting the administration of these

port have beea proved in the Courts of 
this State. At a Circuit Court held in 
Orleans County by Hon. Addison 
Gardiner, for the trial of Mather uud 
others.

Sec. 8. Makes tlic owner of ground 
or building fully liable for damages, 
lines, costs, etc. 

Sec. 9. Defines minutely and plain- 
ly the way the penalties are to be en- 
forced, and by whom. 

See. 10, Makes proof of the main 
fact sufficient Witnesses not required 
to state the kind of liquor, describe the 
place where sold, etc., etc., to avoid 
quibbles, equivocations, nnd lawyer’s 
sharp practice. 

This law passed the Illinois Legisln- 
loture in the Senate, Dec. 19, 1871, 
by o majority of 40 to 5 ; nnd the House 
Jan. 11th 1872. Approved by the 
Governor, Jan. 13tb, 1872. The 
leader in carrying the law through, wos 
not a member of a secret Temperance 
"Order,” nor was any agent or mem- 
ber of any sucb lodge or order knowu 
as such in promoting the passage of 

This law is a marked event in the his- 
tory of the age and of Christian civiliza- 
tion. Every Town Council and Mu- 
nicipal Board should buve the execution 
lion ol the law in special charge, and 
if necessary appoint and pay a prose- 
cuting attorney to see to its execution, 
the town treasury and entire property 
of the town being held responsible for 
costs and expenses not paid by fines 
and damages.

"To demand of Masons belief in the 
plenary inspiration of the Bible is an 
interference with their rights of con- 
sdance not only not warranted by the 
spirit of Masonry, hut in plain defiance 
of the letter of the first of the ancient 
charges. — Ibid. page 289. 

"A Mason must helieve in God, but 
in what form he shall believe, Masohry 
has nothing to do,” — Grand See, 
Grand Lodge of III., Ibid, p. 279. 

If Musonry required a belief in the 
New Testament or Christian Religion, 

, Jews could not he admitted to the priv- 
ileges of the order. But they are to be 
found active members of ill our lodges, 
aud Masonry teaches that they wera the 
original founders and patrons of the in- 
stitution. If Masonry required belief 
in the Divine origin of either the Old 
New Testament it could Rot receive 
Deists and Pagans. But Deists 
found in lodges everywhere, and 
Masonic literature abounds with 
tives of travelers whose lives hare been 
saved through the influence of Pagan 
Mosoiib among Uncivilised tribes. If 
Masonry required a belief in punish- 
ment after death it would have to ex- 
clude Univeraalists. If it required be- 
lief in the immortality of the soul it 
would have to exclude Second Advejil- 
ista and Annihilntionists; if it required 
a helicf in tho resurrection of the hody 
it would have to exclude Swedenbor- 
gians aud Spiritualists. 

The fact is, the only religious qualifi- 
cation that the order requires is an 
knowlcdgemeut of belief in Ood. And 
on this point no Mason is ever required 
to define his belief. A member may 


belieTe in the Jehovah of the Jews, the 
triune Ood of orthodox Christianity, 
the Brahm of the Hindoos, llte Persian 
Ood of the Zinda- vesta, or the Ood of 
the Koran. He may beliuve with Pin- 
that God und matter arc co-eternal, 
with most Christian theologions that 
Ood alone is self-existent, and that he 
itcd matter nut of nothing. He may 
eve with Palcy in a personal intalli. 
gent designer, or with -Spinoza, in an 
ahsolutesuhstance, rejecting the doctrine 
of final causes; or with Fichte, that God 
:ait he known only ns the moral order 
>{ the world, und that intelligence and 
personality cannot he nsi-riheti to him 
without implying alitlunpoinurphism; '

A war among these hrothers in Boston 
and in England soon commenced, und a 
second Orond Lodge was formed in 
Boston, in December: 1769, nnd re- 
ccived its charter from Scotland. Here 
contention reigned und onlumny blew 
loud her trumpet through every street. 
In September, 1781, a Grand Lodge was 
formed in the city of New York, hav- 
ing received its warrant from the Duke 
of Athol. Only six years after the 
dato of their warrant the Musters and 
Wardens of the ssveral lodges met;

All lodges and halls of M.-isons are said 
to be dedicated to St John. Masonry 
by'its own account is much older than 
lie; but it doe9 not appear la whom 
halls were previously dedicated. Nor 
can we think that Hindoo end Indian 
and Mohammedan Masons would dedi- 
cate their lodges to a Christian saint 
Therefore , brother Masons, the infalli-

The pretense of St John's being a 
Freemason is a cloak to cover up the 
excesses of the secret meeting, and a 
stumbling-block to throw hefore good 
men who complain of their brothers, 
and good wives who complain of their 
husbands for being out at a midnight 
hour, where refreshments ara taken to 
excess. St. Juhn's day is kept to im- 
pose upon honest men and make them 
think Freemasonry is religious if it he 
not religion itself. I do not mean that 
our Freemasons would thus impose 
upon us. I rothor suppose that they 
are imposed upon, and that they ob- 
serve the day in full faith that St John 
was a good brother. 

Freemasonry originated among me- 
chanics and constituted its first Grand 
Lodge at London, A. D. 17 17- In 
England Masons’ holiday, or twenty- 
fourth of June, is mechanics' holiday, 
and hnd been more than 150 years 
before the word Freemasonry, or Spec- 
ulative Masonry had oil existence.

One 
was very strongly hent on executing 
him, and that it must he done with- 
out delay. Another said, it would not

to be executed. A third said but 
little, being actuated perhaps by pru- 
dent motives; bull knew his heart; 
he was possessed of tender feelings, and 
was secretly desirous that Moigon 
should be set nt liberty, but he knew 
the danger and smothered these feel- 
ings before they were uttered. Dur- 
ing this dehate a high priest observed 
that by putting a cord round his neck, 
arms, legs and body, and sinking him 
with a weight, there would be no dan- 
ger of his ever being seen again, and 
that no traca of so vile a wretch ought 
to remain. I observed (very nnmason- 
ically, and imprudently 1 must confess,) 
that it was my wish ta have him re- 
leased. This person then spoke in very 
passionate terms against it, which drew 
me off my guard, and I said with some 
warmth that I would go and set him 
at liberty. Upon hearing this he flew 
into n violent passion, and declared 
that if I made the attempt I would fare 
no better than he will. I answered 
that as they were determined on that 
man's destruction I wished to have no 
more to do with the affair. "We don't 
wont you to have anything more to do 
with it." he replied. "I will take all 
the responsibility upon my own shoul- 
ders; I want none of your help; I 
should glory to be a mortyr in so good 
a cause. Set this wretch at liberty, 
indeed I that is one of the last things I 
expected from you; how dare you ex- 
press such sentiments iu our presence f” 
Thus he went on ravinglike a madman, 
threatening to fight me, and defying ma 
to do my worst; tauntingly challeng- 
ing me ta report this affair to the neigh- 
boring justice as soon os l pleased. 
The other two men were nearly mute, 
but fearing that this dispute might lead 
to serious consequences, took great 
pains to appease us, and finally suc- 
ceeded. We parted on terms appar- 
ently friendly. 

I ought to hare stated, that during J 


the above mentioned contest, I gave 
up the key nf the magazine to my 
togoniat, nnd he immediately handed it

On the 16th and 17th, the person to 
whora the key was given when I re- 
turned it. having charge of the Maga- 
zine, aevernl times called on me for 
bread for his prisoner. He bos since 
told me that he had much conversa- 
tion with Morgon, but did not go into 
the body of the building, and did not 
distinctly sec him us the room was 
dark. 

Between the 15th and 17th inclusive, 
I had frequent conversations with many 
Masons of the neighborhood, who had 
all been made acquainted with Morgan's 
confinement. 

About the the 18th a man from Can- 
ada ( ) and myself held a con- 

versation on the affair. I spoke strongly 
in favor of releasing the prisoner. 
<’ Oood Ood,” he replied, ’’ what do 

you Bay — shall we set that d d 

perjured rascol at liberty f No, never, 
Ood forbid — let him be token to low 
water- mark, and let the penalty of his 
first obligation be served upon hira, or 
some other of hia penalties, or take 
him out in a boat to the middle of the 
river and make him walk a plank — or 
cut his throat and sink him with a 
stone — there are ways enough ta get 
rid of the wretch without all this trou- 
ble — let me only see him; bring him 
down to the shore any night and let 
me know where he is, 1 will do tha job 
for him I will warrant you — bring him 
over the river, tie him to a tree and I 
will find one to put a rifle hall through 
him. I will go up nnd see . . , . on this 
basiness; it must not be neglected — he 
and I can arrange the business, I know.” 
Tba above is bnt a small part of the 
observations of this zealot This same 
Mason observed to me, a few days after 
my return to York, in a low tone, and 
after looking around to see if any one 
was within hearing, ” Otnnt.vs, 
oauoht a bass t’other nioiit.’’ I felt 
satisfied thnt he alluded ta the destruc- 
tion of Morgan, and waived tha con- 
versation, us I was then desirous to 
know as little of the affair as possible. 
Ho called on me several times during 
the spring of 1827 while n company of 
men were engaged raking the river for 
the body of Morgan, and evinced much 
anxiety and uneasiness about it, and 
told me he was afraid they would find 
tbo body, that they ought not to have 
put it so near the wharf — that if they 
had taken it over the bar it never could 
have been found, but that if they did 
find it, Canandaigua jail would not 
stand long — that ha would be one to 
assist in pulling it down and liberating 
Cheesbre nnd Lawson — that they 
might clear themselves, and thus an 
end be put to further light ou the sub- 
jecl, and the lives of many saved there- 
by. He also offered his services to go 
with others, any night and fish for the 
body, and, if successful, to take it ten 
miles into the lake, where no traces 
would ever be found of it 

On the 15th, 18th and 17th 

made particular enquiry respecting the 
prisoner, expressed a great deal of fear 
that tha whole would-be found out, 
that what was to be done ought to be 
done quickly. I incline to believe, 
however, from some expressions I heard 
him make, that he was in favor of bis 
release, but dare not utter his set 
monte. The first question he woi 
generally ask on coming to the wharf 


wonld he, " Well, how is it with the 
prisoner! Don’t they intend to do some- 
thing with him soon! I am renlly 
nfraid it will all he found out.” 

I forgot to mention that on the 16th 
a Msson who held a high office in the 
chapter, and who was a magistrate, he- 
ing at the Fort enquired how it was 
with the prisoner, if he continued to 
be noisy yet On heing told that he 
was not noisy now. but was still sinco 
yesterday, he replied on my suggesting 
the propriety of rclensing him. that it 
was his wish nlso to have him released, 
and spoko very much in favor of it, 
and I em induced to helieve that had I 
urged it, lia would have gono with me 
and liberated him. But it was more 
than I should have dared to do, how- 
ever strongly I might have been in- 

It may not be improper in this plnca 
to observe that Morgan must have 
known whore he was, for many of the 
boxes woro marked "Fort Niagara,” 
which he must have seen, and the 
appearance of the room, was such 
as to convince him it was a Magazine. 

On tha 17tb about sunset, I went to 
York, Upper Canada, for tho purpose 
of putting up tha apparatus of the 
Light House in that place. It had bean 

arranged by the Masons that 

should stop nt my house during my 
absence, to be convenient to his charge, 
but this was to be kept a secret, and 
the pretense was to he that he stopped 
with me to tend to my ferry and see to 
my business during my absence. 

1 returned on the 21st of the same 
month about sunset. On my passnge 

homeward I enquired of how 

it was with the prisoner, and whether ha 
was yet in the Fort. I was answered, 

■ ’ iYo, I guess not, I guess you will be 
troubled with him no more — he has 
gone where he will write no more books 
I will warrant your 1 I felt satisfied 
from these observationsthal Morgan had 
been taken from the Fort, end I was 
not curious to enquire any further. 

Soon after my return, (I think the 
same evening), I was called on by a 

Mason ( ) who with a great 

degree of earnestness observed. ’’Oid- 
dins. they have murdered that man." 
On my enquiring when it happened, 
he replied, that he helieved it must luvs 
been done on the night of Tuesday the 
(19th), for a number of men were seen

Lectures at Flea)- Lake— Au Ex-Seuntor 

Denies and an Ex-Mason Affirms tho 
Truth or Bernard's Revelntlons. 

Editor of the Cynosure. • 

Rev. S. Smith, from Charles City, 
gave us five lectures lost week on tlie 
suhject of Freemasonry. The Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church was opened for 
the lectures, and was filled every even- 
ing. Brother Smith proceeded in a 
workmanlike manner and a Christian 
spirit, and made telling blows. The 
suhject for the first evening was princi- 
pally Scriptural texts and lessons, 
showing that the teachings of Christ 
and the apostles were strictly in oppo- 
sition to ilasoury. The secand lecture 
gave the origin and history of opei 
live masonry as it existed - in the dark 
ages, and then of speculative Freema- 
sonry. from its origin in 1717 to the 
present time. On the third evening 
was given the initiatory ceremony, with 
its horrid oaths, up to the Royal Arch 
degree, and extracts from the higher 
degrees. On the fourth evening Ma- 
sonic hooks were compared with Anti- 
masonic, particularly Bernard's stand- 
ard work, and the correctness of the 
latter proved . On the 6fth evening he 
compared the religion of Masonry with 
that of the Bible. 

The Masons turned out in mess to 
the lectures, and paid good attention. 
They frequently interrupted the speak- 
er by asking questions; but be was 
ready with a direct answer, and gener- 
ally from their own standard works. 
On the evening that he gave the oaths 
and obligations and described the situa- 
tion of the candidate, be gave an op- 
portunity for any one to make remarks 
after he was through. Ex-Senntor 
Tuttle, a Royal Arch Mason and r 
her of the Methodist Church, called 
him a hlack-bearted, base, infernal liar 
(or words to that effect), and aaid one 
that he would tiy to name was in nc- 
cardance with a hundred more that he 
had told. One or two other Mnsons 
undertook to hack up the Hon. Sena- 
tor's position in their fit of anger; hut 
they were shorn of argument, good 
sense and fair reasoning, for no tenahle 
ground was left for them to stand on. 
Their wives and daughters, sisters and 
friends were present to see and hi-nr 
the ridiculous position that they were 
put in, neither naked nor clothed, nei- 
ther barefoot nor shod, with a cubic- 
tow nbout their neck, led blind- folded 
like an ox to the slaughter.

So far as 
f have been, he has told you the truth 
in regard to Masonry- Our speaker is 
only doing a Chrialian duty in this 
work."

Whom Do tlio Tores Represent? 


Speak of Freemasonry and the 
Church to n company of Christians, 
and if your experience is like ours, you 
will he gravely met with this remark: 
Let us not meddle with Freemasonry 
in the Church; Christ said. Let the 
tares grow with .the wheat .until the 
harvest. The following, from an excel- 
lent explanation of the parable of the 
tares, hy Rev. T. P. Proudfit, in the 
Evangelical Repository, shows how in- 
correct is such a position: 

. . ,- We are constrained to dissent 
from the view commonly given of the 
parahle of the tares, recorded in the 
thirteenth chapter of Matthew. The 
common interpretation represents it as 
teaching some things which, in our 
judgment, it does not teach, and ig- 
noring or casting into the shade truths 
which it does teach. 

The question, Whom do the tares 
represent? is usually answered hy say- 
ing. "Carnal professors in the church; 
persons who are Christians in appear- 
ance. but not in reality." 

According to .this view, the field 
represents the visible church, which, as 
all admit, is composed of true helievers 
and hypocritical pretenders; the wheat 
represents the former class, and the 
tares the' latter. 

Now, is this correct? Do the tares 
refer specially to hypocritical or self- 
deceived members of the visible church ? 
or do they refer to wicked men in gen- 
eral, including those outside, as well as 
those inside the pale of the visible 
church? This latter is what we con- 
sider the correct view. That it may, 
however, appear that such is the case, 
it will be necessary to look at other 
psrts of the parable. "The kingdom 
of heaven," says Christ, "is like unto 
a man who sowed good seed in his 
field.” But what does the '‘field" rep- 
resent? Most interpreters say, the 
•'visible church," but the Master aays, 
"the world." The "disciples say unto 
him, Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the .field." In reply, he says, 

1 ’Tfie field js the world." 

How can we reconcile Christ’s inter- 
pretation .with; that 'Commnujy -.given ? 
The only way of wliidli we can conceive 
is to show that the ’ 'toorW means the 
"church." But can this ha done ? We 
think not. We cannot recall a aingle 
instance in which Christ so employs 
the term. Take the next verse as an 
example.’ "The harvest is the end' of 
the world " Does that menn the ead of 
the church? Surely not. But in the 
interpretation of the fume parable, nnd 
in the same sentence, sre we not hound 
to suppose that the word bus the a.ime 
signification in both caseat It seems 
natural to suppose that the end of the 
world is what ia o unmonly known as 
"the last day." The world must then 
mean thia abode of man, the earth. . . 

Further, let it not escape uotice that 
the. assertion that "the field ia the 
world” does not occjtr in the parable it- 
self. If it did we might expect a fig- 
ure. But it is found in the interpreta- 
tion of the parahle, where we natural- 
ly look for plain language. We can 
hardly think thnt Christ, when his dis- 
ciples asked him to explain his figure, 
gave them another, equally or more dif- 
ficult to understand, According to the 
view jvc are opposing, he spoke an al- 
legory. The disciples” not understand- 
ing it, requested hinf to tell them wlmt 
the various parts meant And prefer- 
ring to do; this, he gives them another. 
They ask hread; be gives them a stone. 
Heace, we conclude that tile field is not 
the churoh, but tho world, thia mun- 
dane sphere on vrhijh wc live. Then, 
if this be so, what do we find in this 
field i Or, dropping the metaphor, 
what do we find in the world? Wei 
find n great variety of persons, but, 


they may be divided into two classes, 
saints aud sinners. These two classes, 
the children of Cod and the children of 
Satan, comprehend all the inhabitants 
of the world. Every human being, 
whatever his character may he, he 
tongs to one or other of these classes. 
So in the field spoken of. Tho wheat 
aad the tares are nil that nre mentioned. 
Hence, we see that the wheat, which 
represents tlie children of the king- 
dom. and the tarea, which represent the 
children of the wicked one, would in- 
clude the entire race of mnn. . . . 

But here wo are met with objections. 
And first, that the term tares properly 
refers to hypocrites. Says the ohject- 
or, the tares were a spurious sort of 
whent, looking lika it, and thus would 
be a counterfeit; and false professors 
are counterfeit Christians; while per- 
sons outside' the church, making no 
pretension to religion, cannot be so 
viewed. They are just what they pro- 
fess to he, openly godless. The lares, 
snya the ohjector, could uot he distin- 
guished from tha wheat, aad this was 
the reason why they wero permitted to 
grow till the harvest, while the maai- 
fcstly irreligious cen he known from 
the pious, hut tho hypocrite in the 
church, like the tares in the field, can- 
not he detected. 

This is a common and very plausible 
objection to the view wo have heeu ad- 
vocating, or rather an nrgumentforthe 
opposite. Let us examine it. It is 
founded on the supposition that the 
tares looked so much like the wheat that 
the servants could not know them 
apart. But thia supposition is, beyond 
douht, false. It is generally believed 
the tares denote what is commonly 
colled "darnel” (Lolium temulcntum). 
in Smith’s Dictionary of the Bible, it is 
said, under the word "Tares," that the 
"darnel, hefore it comes into ear, is 
very similar in appearance to wheat.” 
But the proposal of the servants to 
weed out the tares was after it came 
into esr. It was "when the blade was 
sprung up and hrouglit forth fruit ’> 
Again; says the sama writer, quoting 
from the “Land and the Book,” "In 
those parts, when the grain has headed 
out, the tares have done the same, and 
then n ohild cannot mistake them for 
wheat or barley; hut where they are 
less developed, the closest scrutiny will 
often firil to detect them. ’’ 

Now let it be observed that it was nf- 
ter the tares "bad beaded out” that the 
servants proposed to eradicate them, 
and hence the reason they were pro- 
hibited could not have heen their ina- 
bility to distinguish them from the good 
grain; for, says this writer, "a child 
cannot mistake them for wheat or bar- 
ley.” 

This exactly agrees with the account 
in the parable. The enemy sowed them 
and went his way.- Some time seems 
to have elapsed. during which thewheat 
and darnel grew without the latter hc- 
ing detected. (This part of the story 
we do riot consider as emblematic of 
any spiritual truth; for Christ, in his 
interpretation, says nothing. about it.) 
"But when the hladc was aprung up 
and hrought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also.-” They were discovera- 
ble then. More than that, they were 

actually discovered Nor is it 

true, 'on the spiritual side, thnt "the 
children of the wicked one” arc undis- 
tinguislmble from "the children of the 
kingdom.” It is admitted that, in some 
exceptional cases, it is uot essy, nnd 
sometimes not possible, to decide wheth- 
er a man he a Christian or not And 
thia is simply admitting human falli- 
bility. We may make mistakes in any 
tliiag. But that it is generally true 
that we are unable to know the oae 
class from the other caanothe conceded. 
Christ himself says, "By their fruits 
ye sbnll know them." "By tliia shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another." 1 ’In 
thia the childrca of Ood are manifest, 
hnd tlie children of the devil: whoso- 
ever doeth not righteousness is not of 
Ood.” These Scriptures do not com- 
port with tlie idea that the children of 
the wicked one cannot be -known apart. 


Another ohjectioa may be urged, to 
wit, tliattbe phrase "the kingdom of 
heaven" refers to the visible church ; 
and, consequently, that the whent and 
tares must represent true and false pro- 
fessors in it. 

To this we reply, thnt whntever tile 
kingdom of heaven ia must be of cqnnl 
extent with the field. For the tares 
were in every pnrt of the field, and 
gathering them out of it in harvest rep- 
resents gathering nut of tlie kingdom 
•’all things tlmt offend." Tho field, 
however, is the world, and consequent- 
ly gathering tho tares out of every part 
of tlie field represents gathering out of 
every part of the world all things that 
offend. But if the kingdom he of leas 
extent than the world, then gathering 
tarea out of the field would represent 
more than gathering offensive, things 


out of the kingdom . In other words, 

os the tares nre the children of the 
wicked one, and the field is the world, 
gathering the tares out of every part of 
the field must represent gothering tli 
children of the wicked one outof every 
part of the world. But ns the reapers 
who gather the tnres represent the an- 
gels, who gather out of the kingdom 
all things that offend, so gathering the 
children of tlie wicked one out of every 
pnrt of the world must correspond to 
gathering out of the kingdom nil things 
that offend. Or, rather, they are the 
same thing. But if the kingdom be of 
less extent than the world, then these 
two do not correspond the one to the 
other. They are different things. But 
as it is manifest that they nre one and 
the same thing, so it is evident that 
they (that is, the kingdom nnd the 
world) are of tha same exteut. . . . 

The expression, "The kingdom of 
heaven” is defined by Albert Barnes to 
"the reign of heaven." It is used 
interchangeably with the term the 
kingdom of Ood. But wherever God 
reigns there is his kingdom; nnd he 
reigas not only over the church hut 
over the entire world. Wi 
bound to suppose that this rofers to 
what is sometimes called hia ’’gracious 
or spiritual kingdom,” for "his king- 
dom ruleth over all." "He is the great 
king over all the earth.” "The kiog- 
dom is the Lord’s, and he is the gover- 
nor among the nations." 

These Scriptures harmonize with -and 
confirm the view we have taken. The 
kingdom of heaven is coextensive with 
the field, which is the world, nod at 
the last day Ood will iuflict punishment 
upon all evil-doers in the church and 
out of it. "The harvest is the end of 
the world, and the reapers are the an- 
gels; as, therefore, the tares are gath- 
ered and hurned in tlie fire, so shall it 
he in the end of this world. The Son 
of Man shnll send forth his angels, and 
they shall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that offead, and them which 
do iniquity, and shall caslr them' 
furnace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth 

If the view we have taken of this 
teresting parahle he correct, then there 
is warning here to all sinners. Many 
persons flatter themselves that they 
can sin with impunity hecause they 
not in the church ; nnd, while virtually 
admitting that they nre children of Sa- 
tan, fancy that they are very good peo- 
ple hecause they are not hypocrites. 
They are not what they call tares. 

But let no one deceive himself If 
you are not wheat, you are a tare ; for 
wheat and tares are the only things 
spoken of ns heing in the field. And 
the tares will he cast into a furnace of 
fire. 

Again; if the interpretation given be 
correct, then there may he such a thing 
as discipline in the church. There 
no prohibition here of ejecting those 
who are known to be ungodly. True, 
in the parahle, we are uot commanded 
to make the separation (though we are 
elsewhere), hut we are not forhidden. 
If, however, the tares represent simply 
wicked men in the church, then 
cannot aee how we can have any such 
thing as discipline, however lax. For 
the servants knew thatthere 
in the field, and tares heing the chil- 
dren of the wicked one, it will follow 
that although church officers positively 
know a man to he a child of Satan, 
they must let him remain in the church. 
And, hy parity of reasoning, 'they 
must receive to membership all persona, 
however wicked they may he. 

Some churches have very nearly 
done this hy offering the emblems of 
Christ’s broken hody and shed blood to 
all persons who desire to partake, wheth- 
er members of any churoh o 
perhaps, for doing so, they would ap- 
peal to this narable for authority. And 
we confess thnt if the common inter- 
pretation he ndmilted, we cannot 
how to escape this conclusion; for, ac- 
cording to that view, we nre directed 
to let all persons alone. The wheat 
aad the tares must bo allowed 
main together till the harvest. That 
is, those who arc known to ha the chil- 
dren of Ood, and those who are not 
simply supposed, hut positively known 
•to ho the children of the devil, must 
remain together in tho church till the 
end of the worlds In oppoaitioa to 
this, wo any the field is the world, and 
Satan’s offspring, ungodly men of all 
classes, hypocrites nnd others, are to be 
permitted to remain in it till the nngels 
shall make the separation. We must 
not persecute heretics, hut nilow them 
toremnin in the enjoyment of their 
civil rights and immunities. The 
church must be tolerant. — Evangelical 
Repository.

Don’t you 
believe it if any one tells you it does 
not pay to work in this way. It does 
pay. You may stand aboulder to 
shoulder with a shirk for years, draw- 
ing the same wages, yet there is sure 
to come n day when you will find it 
was worth while, after all, to work hy 
the job. The reward comes every day 
in conscious self respect, and a steady 
gain in power; and above all, it will 
come in heing ahlc to say as every 
Christian ought — " I have fought a 
good fight ” — not crept like a miserable 
coward in the rear of the army — " I 
have finished my course’ — not left my 
work undone to hurden and disappoint 
those who come after me — "1 have 
kept the faith " — and that grand sum- 
ming up reaches over the whole of life’s 
work, as done ia His sight, who de- 
clared that those who are faithful in 
that which is least will he faithful also 
in much .

2d. We answer, again, that the 
hooks published to the world by lodge- 
men. and endorsed hy lodges, are alto- 
gether the most damaging testimony 
against the secret orders, and prove 
them ahhorreat to every American 
principle. Our indictment therefore 
rests, not on suspicion, hut on fact. 
If people should build a new Court- 
house beside the old one in every 
county, institute a secret court inside, 
and begin to determine cases, and 
draw the administration of justice into 
their secret tribunal, the case would not. 
be plainer thau that presented by the 
Masonic lodge, whose members have 
another law. other courts and other 
penalties than those under which we 
live: and are sworn to shield each 
other from the operation of ours. 

The Times complains thus : 1 • When, 
therefore, our anti secret society people 
talk about political agitation and action, 
they mean nothing more nor less than 
the suppression of secret societies by 
the strong arm of law."

The Grand 
Lodge above, I conclude, is outside 
the wall that John the Revelator tells 
ns of, where all thc vilo workers and 
perpetrators of abominations receive 
their portions with tbe liars, dogs and 
other vile beings. In conclusion, thc

cated with vigor and dcligbl^pours it l grand evil-doers who are commanded 


uneasiness about the straw, and lie 
being sick spoke to me very often 
have i t removed. Ahout the first of 
Gctober I went into the Magazine for 
the purpose of giving it a thorough 
cleaning. It was the custom to pack 
cartridges in tow and pieces of cartridge 
pnpor — that thc greater part of the 
Ammunition boxes contained more or 
less of this kind of packing. I there- 
fore concluded to empty all the boxes 
and mix the packing with the straw, 
and then put this mixture into thc 
boxes again. I did so, nnd these boxes 
still coutain this mixture of tow, fapsk 
and aTRAw, unless they have recently 
been emptied. 

Sometime tn N ovember there was a 

rumor among the Masons, that 

intended to turn Judas, that is, that he 
meant to divulge whnt lie knew of the 
Morgan affair. The Masons, especially 
those in and near Lockport, became 
very much alarmed; and a number of 
them and myself met at tbe Fort to 
enquire into the truth of thc report. 
We all of us expressed our opinion 
about 'faithfulness. Some be- 

lieved thc report and some did not — 
some insisted that he was a traitor and 

ular acemcd mad with rsge, and ap- 
peared ready to commit any atrocity. 
"By heavens," said he, raising bis 


hands snd stamping on thc floor, 

that man is s Judas he dies — I will do 
the job for him — 1 want no help — I 
will do it alone — I will he responsible. " 
And thus be continued raving and 
stamping until he worked himself into 
a passion little short of insanity — it 
was a scene I am unable to give a full 
description of. It was agreed thnt I 
should go for tbe person necused, thnt 
it might he ascertained if he was really 
guilty. He soon wns brought before 
them, nnd they wero satisfied, or at 
least said they were satisfied of his 
innocence. 

Sometime in November, I hnd 
versation with a Mason of high standing 
respecting my testimony, in case I 
should be called to testify on the Mor- 
gan affair. He observed that he sup- 
posed I knew thnt no person was 
obliged to criminate himself, and that 
if 1 testified that I had any knowledge 
of tbe nffair I should break a Masonic 
oath hy exposing my companions, and 
consequently criminate myself, nnd that 
I therefore would he justified in saying 
that I 

During the winter I bad frequent 
conversations with Masons on tbe 
subject, nil of whom used the 
argument, and concluded hy saying 
that they had agreed to testify, when 
called on, that they knew NOTHt.vo 
about thk affair — that they thought 
themselves justified tn doing so by the 
nature of tbeir Masonic oaths which 
they never could think of breaking. 
During one of the many visits I re- 
ceived from Masons in tbe winter, one 
observed that he thought my Masonic 
oaths were sufficient to teaeh me bow 
to act if called on to testify; that he 
did not see bow a Mason could hesitate 
a moment He then referred me to 
that clause of the Royal Arch Mason’s 
obligation whieh binds them to rescue 
a companion whether rioht or wrono, 
and hoped, if I had any doubts that 
that would dispel them. I ohserved 
that I did not see how I could conscien- 
tiously testify so. 

Several attempts have heen made by 
Masons to hire me to go away out of 
the country, that I could not appear 
testify on this affair, and by men too of 
good standing in society. Soon after 
my return from York, U. C., I 
earnestly requested by two Masons . 

and to walk tbe beach near the 

Fort and look forTUE body. They said 
that they should do so, and they fur- 
ther observed tbat if I found it, I would 
as a good Mason know wbat to do — 
tbat they knew of Masons wbo would 
cut it in ineb pieces. One of them 
slso observed tbat he wns afraid that 
tbe body would be found by one wbo 
was not a Mason, snd then the d 
would be raised, but in order to 
rent it, we must be vigilant and 
erse the beach every morning. 

A few days after my return from 
York, a Mason of I igb degree observed 
to me that a Sir Knight had called on 
him and demanded the perjured 
wretch — that he had come from the 
East with the express purpose of ex- 
ecuting him, or, to use his own words, 
to put the quietus upon him — that he 
showed him his’ dagger, and convinced 
him that be was authorized — hut that 
he answered him it was too late, that it 
was all over with now, and that he 
might return. Mauy other particulars 
ought to be added, but the ahore is the 
most interesting. 

Having given in the above statement 
tbe most interesting particulars that 
fell within my knowledge, and which I 
still retain in remembrance, of the Mor- 
gan outrage, and which I sincerely be- 
lieve to be a duty I owe to the puhlie; 
I beg leave to observe, that nothing 
would give me greater pleasure than to 
see each and every individual any way 
concerned in this transaction, or who 
may have any knowledge of tbe same , 
come forward and honestly and fear- 
lessly lay it open to the world, and 
explain tbe motives which urged them 
thereto. It is a duty they owe an 
injured public; and I hope and pray 
they may yet see fit to do so, not only 
for their own peace and quietness of 
conscience, but for tbe benefit of society 
at large. In so doing they would divest 
themselves of a very cumhrous load, 
that must be exceedingly tormenting, 
and which must otherwise accompany 
them to the grave. In so doing they 
would relieve me of thc excessive pain of 
testifying to their injury ; for I call Ood 
to vitacss tbat I have no enmity against 
them, and that I take no pleasure in 
tbeir misfortunes, although they call 
Judas and traitor, and revile me 
every way that malignity 
yet I freely forgive them, and earnestly 
desire that they may yet sco their 
rors, and do thnt which is right In 
so doing they would merit the grati- 
tude of every good heart, by opening 
to public view the causes which led tn 
these outrages, and thus enable th 
civilized world to institute « tnn-ie 


There was a time when the public 
indignation was wholly aimed ngntust 
these individuals, but it was n time 
when Masonic principles were not 
known to the uninitiated, and the pub- 
lic were therefore not in possession of 
proper data for a correct conclusion. 
But now, since these principles are 
laid open to public view, in nil their 
native blackness, they will be enabled 
to place the hlnme where it helongs, 
not on the individuals, but on the insti- 
tution, from the horrid and unnatural 
laws of wbieb such atrocities naturally

Safety nud Speed on Railroads. 

A Pennsylvania engineer has invent- 
ed a plan of laying rails which will ii 
crease the efficiency and economy of 
railroads. It provides for the laying 
of two narrow-gauge tracks side by side, 
with a space bet veen the inner rsils 
equal to the present ordinary gauge of 
four feet eight inches. This furnishes 
three gauges, nil of which it is proposed 
to use. The narrow gauge will he used 
for freight at a slow rate of speed, while 
for passenger traffic tbe wide gauge will I 
be employed, which will admit of a 
rate of speed being attained as high ns 
a hundred miles an hour. Tbe cars of 
thc passenger trains will be mounted on 
four lines of wheels, which the inventor 
claims will prevent oscillation and there ' 
hy increase safety. The idea seem9 
practical one, und will doubtless soi 
have a trial that will test it.

Courant called attention to this sub- 
ject; and it seems to me that its ac- 
knowledged importance justifies recur- 
rence to it in the only journal devoted 
exclusively to Colleges. 

Since tho Courant articles referred 
to, Howard Crosby, D D., Chancellor 
of the New York University, lias 
arrayed himself against them with 
grent force and acumen in the Boston 
Comirrgationalist. His three main 
objections to them are: 

1. They are pretences, and thus at 
war with truth, candor, and.manliness. 

2. The opportunity given by secrecy 
to immoralities, and 

3. The confidence hetween parent 
and child is hroken, and hence destroyed 
by these secret societies. “ How a 
father'a heart sinks, as his son, return- 
ing from College at his first vacation, 
refuses for the first time to lie full and 
esndid in his communications." 

It will be remembered by those who 
read the Courant articles referred to. 
that the fact was given that Dr. Hitch- 
cock, President of Amherst, when the 
revival of the secret orders in this 
country had reached and beguo to 
affect that institution, wrote to the 
Presidents of nine old Eastern Colleges, 
and. io his last book, " Reminiscences 
of Amherst College, " he gives their nine 
responses, all of them condemning se- 
cret societies in Colleges, and on dis- 
tinct and separnte grounds. And , so 
far ns my personal knowledge and ac- 
quaintance extends, the very forcible 
utterances of Chancellor Crosby, 
-condemnation of these societies, 
an echo' in the experience and con 
tions of every college officer who lias 
met their influence in the discharge of 
his official duties. 

The Central College Association, 
which met last July at SL Louis, and 
the year before at Oberlin, Ohio, hegan 
in an Illinois Collego Association, hut 
now represents the Colleges of six or 
eight States adjacent. At the Oberlin 
meeting, the President 'of one of our 
strongest Illinois Colleges brought up 
the subject, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to sec whether the Boards of 
the principal Colleges would enter into 
a mutual agreement to suppress nnd 
exterminate secret societies from their 
several institutions. As nothing was 
beard from that committee's labors nt 
the SL Louis meeting, it is to be pro 
sumed that nothing effective could be 
done. But the inauguration of such 
an effort evinces the deep hold the sub- 
ject has on many of our best men, and 
ablest educators; nnd that their convic 
tions as to the poisonous and destructive 
nature of College secret societies, does 
not differ from the testimony elii-ited 
by the correspondence of the Amherst 
President long ago. 

WJien I saw, lately, that tho old and 
venerable “ Linonia" nnd “ Brothers 
in Unity" had pissed nway at Yale, 
the modern secret sociotiee, as stated 
hy the Courant, having, like mistletoes 
out-grown, sucked out their life, and 
strangled them, I hoped the multitude 
of Yale alumni throughout the country , 
who were, in their College day. mem- 
bers of those two old literary societies, 
would have been aroused to reflection 
and remonstrance hy their death . Are 
our ideas to he reversed! Were Dr. 
Hitchcock and his nine Coevals in Col- 


lege Presidency mistaken f Is Howard 
Crosby mistaken? Is Pres. Gulliver of 
Knox College mistaken ? and were all 
those mistaken who coincided with 
him? If not, then it follows that the 
mass of our Amer'iinn Colleges have in 
them a disease, which will result ' 
moral nod mental paralysis ; assimilating 
our seats of learning to those of the 
Romnniziog countries, where culture 
has displaced principle, and secrecy and 
ceremonies are substituted for religion. 

It may be that Prance and Spain and 
Mexico would be governmental mud- 
volcanos, if their old scats of learning 
had not been cloisters, and furnished 
the moulds in whieh the modern Col- 
lege secret orders were run. 
surely, no nation can see more clenrly 
for having its Colleges, which should 
be its eyes, enveloped in 

’• Tbe blanket or Ibodnrk," 
and it requires hut the slightest atten- 
tion to such things to perceive that from 
the “mysteries” of the Pyramids 
the latest hatched of their brood; 
secret orders, but especially College 
orders, arc fashioned after the 
idea — an initiation through n portal of 
wooder, and some ceremonies, ending 
in a pledge, binding to one tiling or 
another, and fur one purpose oranother. 
And the history of such orders shows 
thnt their coostitutions are all cones, at 
whose apex there Is a despot, and that 
fun and frolic blend with the mock- 
solemn and the mock-majestic. 

It is now many yeals since I spent 
nn enlire day with a Romish Priest in 
the “ College Seminaire" at Quebec, 
lie hnd left New Hampshire to study 
French in Canada, and was now a pro- 
fessorina Jesuit'aColloge. 1 was young, 
fresh from a New England College, 
nnd I knew and could learn but little of 
the dark corridors, and, to outsiders, 
unaeeessihle galleries of an institution 
modelled and administered by minds 
who had left manhood in hecom 
priests. But I could see proofs 
around me, in the artificial grades and 
subordination of one to another, bow 
pliable men become when initiated into 
orders, packed into grades, and fused 
into a mass. May Ood deliver our 
Colleges from ’’orders 1 ’ and ’affilia- 
tions" which nre assimilating them to 
that one. The mind that has taken a 
pledge of secrecy that binds its honor, 
however shallow and trivial, is in a con- 
dition analagous to a human body with 
ossifications begun at the heart. 

It is argued, abundantly , thnt our 
Colleges arc too many, aod too poor; 
and ill paid professors, and gaunt libra- 
ries, and universiticswithoutgmduuteaor 
classes form a panorama to which our 
gaze is often invited. The remedies 
diminution of numbers 
increase of funds. This may 
be sound and good; and certainly we 
shall not ohject to the funds. But 
money poured by the million into Col- 
leges cootrolied or characterized by 
secret societies, will but make their 
darkness more visihle, and turn the 
thoughts of earnest truth-loving men 
to Eiiliu Burritt, and his learning ac- 
quired in a blacksmith shop.

' 'The new Masonic Temple in Troy 
was dedicated last Tuesday with very 
imposing ceremonies. TbcTroy Times 
gives the following interesting descrip- 
tion of the lodge-room, admitted by all 
present to be the finest in the State: 

In the ‘-East,” upon ao elevated 
platform, the principal officers' chairs 
are placed. These nre mode of black 
walnut, are handsomely carved, and 
covered with red plush. They are 
hacked hy crimson damssk curtnins. 
which bang against the wall, and over 
them has been raised a canopy the 
frame of which is constructed of black 
walnut. In the front center of this 
framework there is a he mtiful star 
made of prismatic pendants, which di- 
verge from a "0” in tbe middle. 
When illuminated it is perfectly beauti 
ful. The desks of tbe Secretory and 
Treasurer, which are nn tbe light 
left of tbe platform, are made of black 
walnut, and are tastefully embellished, 
as is all the other furniture, with Ma- 
sonio emblems. Tbe gas standards 
which rest upon these ‘desks are elabo- 
rately ornamented. In the "West” 
end of the apartment, and on the 
"South” center, the other officera’ 
chairs and platforms are located. They 
are fashiooed in similar style to the 
platform and chairs in the "East," but 
are not quite so ornate. The members' 
seals are placed on the North and South 
sides of the room, in rows. These 
seats are nothing less than continuous 
sofas, constructed of black walnut and 
covered with red plusb. On them the 
worn out candidate, who has been 
bucked by the goatand flayed with tbe 
gridiron, can rest until comfort chases 
nway the memory of pain. 

Upon the fioor of this palatial lodge- 
room a costly Brussels carpet is spread. 
From thia general assertion, however, 
a small space hetween the altar and 
the Masters chair is empty, 
portion is covered with marble tiling of 
various colors arranged in figui 

Tbe exquisite altar bears an inscrip- 
tion which tells a story of generosity 
and Masonic devotion. It is this: 
‘Presented to tbe Masonic fraternity of 
Troy. N. Y., by Jesse B. Anthony, P, 
M. of King Solomon's Primitive Lodge, 
No. 91.’ This altar .is one of the mosl 
magnificent specimens of workmanship 
that the eye ever rested upon. The 
base and corners are formed of hlack 
walnut with gilt earring, and the sides 
and ends are of white marble. The 
stool is covered with a red plush cush- 
ion, and tbe top with the same fabrie 
colored blue. If tbero is anywhere 
altar more hesuiifu] than this its exi 
ence is a secret. In perfect keeping 
with it arc the three candlesticks with 
which it is flanked. They were made 
hy Smith, Hotclikin & Co., and the 
tops of the same are nickle, plated, and 
were presented hy Bro. B. F, Clemin- 
sbaw, who desired to have this fact 
kept in profound quiet. But Masona 
sometimes tell secrets, and somehow 
this one has got into print. The basea 
and lower portion of these candlesticks 
nre of black walnut, elognnlly carved 
and ornameoted in gilt, and are sur- 
mounted by silver imitation candles, 
which are capped with lamps made to 
resemhle "short sixes.” They bear 
generous testimony of nffection for the

This is a small Congregational Asso- 
ciation, taken from the oldest similar 
body in the State. I can only report 
its proceedings as they bear on "the 
unfruitful works of darkness.”

These two men were indicted in 
August 1827, end brought to trial in 
August 1828; but Giddins heiog re- 
jected as n witness, they both were 
acquitted. It is believed that Turner 
has since testified before a grand jury 
that ho did- go to the Fort for the pur- 
pose of providing a prison for Morgan; 
thus proving the first part of Oiddins’ 
statement. 

Col. E. Jewett was the keeper of the 
Fort and the person on whom the 
above two called, and who said that 
' ' any building under his charge was at 
their service," etc. He was a lieutenant 
in the U. S. army during a part of the 
last war, has since been a colonel of 
militia, and was appointed hy the Quar- 
ter Master Oeneral, in 1828, to take 
charge of the Fort, but he at that time 
held no commission in the army, hav- 
ing been arranged out, I thinkin 1815. 

He is now under indictment and has 
had his trial put over several times.

The Press. — An article in the last 
government report on education puta 
the whole number of periodicals issued 
in thc Union in 1871 at 5,083. In the 
United States, the first newspaper was 
issued at Boston, September 25, 1800. 
The first paper issued in New York was 
in 1725, October 18. In 1800, there 
were 200 journals in this country, of 
which several were dailies.

The Religions Assumptions ofthe Lodge. 

In the .Restitution, the organ of the 
Brethren of the Ahrahamic Faith in 
this city, we find an article of more than 
usual iuterest hearing on this suhject, 
from which ws extract: 

The origin, claims, and true charac- 
ter of Freemasonry are well set forth 
hy Mackay. in his "Manual of the 
Lodge,” page 87. The theory is that, 
at first, operative masonry existed sim- 
ply as an art of budding. Then tbe 
operative masons, with ths assistance of 
learned and pious men, invented the 
Freemasonry. 


Not, however, that there 
time when every operative mason, with- 
out exception, was acquainted with, or 
initiated into the speculative science. 
Even now, there ars thousands of skill- 
ful stone-masons who know nothing of 
the symbolio meaning nf the imple- 
ments they employ, But operative 
masonry was, at first, and is, even now, 
the skeleton upon which was strung the 
nerves and muscles of the living system 
of Frea or speculative Masonry. 

Speculative Masonry, now known as 
Freemasonry, is therefore, the scientific 
application, and the religious consecra- 
tion of the rutes and principles, the 
technical language, and the implements 
and materials of operative masonry to 
the worship cf Qod, as the Grand 
Architect of the universe, and to the 
purification ofthe heart, and the incul- 
cation of the dogmas of a religious 
philosophy, and as the original union of 
the operative aud speculative hranches 
ofthe system is traditionally supposed 
to have taken place at the budding of 
the Temple of Jerusalem, hy King Sol- 
omon, more attention is paid in the 
symbolism to that edifice than to any 
other. ” 

The claim of Masonry to be a relig- 
ion is here clearly advanced, and is 
frequently pul forth by our author who

Before this writing reaches our suh- 
scrihers the country will have learned 
that the Cincinnati Convention has 
nominated Horace Oreely for President 
and Oratz Brown for Vice-president of 
the United States, on a platform re- 
ported hy Horace White, Esq., editor 
of the Chicago Tribune. The Boston 
Congregationalist a few weeks ago 
claimed, as was said, on tbe authority 
of Mr. Greely, to give the Cincinnati 
Platform in ndvancr. of the Convention, 
and it gave '• Opposition to secret polit- 
ical societies , ” ns one plank of that 
platform.

Thorns. 

ETery one has a thorn sticking him. 
The housekeeper finds it ia unfaithful 
domestics: or an inmate who keeps 
things disordered; or a house too small 
for convenience, or too large to keep 
cleanly. The professional man finds it 
in perpetual interruptions or calls for 
"more copy." The Sahbath-schcol 
teacher finds itin inattentive scholars, or 
neighboring teachers that talk loud, 
and make a great noise in giving a lit- 
tle instruction. 

One man has a rheumatic joint, 
which, when the wind is North-east, 
lifts the storm sigsal. Another a busi- 
ness partner who takes full half the 
profits, hut does not help earn them. 
These trials are the more nettlesome 
because like Paul's thorn they are not 
to be mentioned. Men get sympathy 
for broken bonea, and mashed feet, but 
not for the end of sharp thorns that 
have been broken off in tbe fingers. 

Let us start out with the idea that 
we must have annoy anees. It seems to 
take a certain number of them to keep 
us humble, wakeful and prayerful. To 
Paul iltc thorn was as disciplinary as 
the shipwreck. If it is not one thing 
it is nnother. If tbe stove does not 
smoke the boilermust leak. If the pen 
is good the ink must be poor, li the 
editorial column be ahle there must be 
a typographical blunder. If the thorn 
does not pierce the knee it must take 
you in the hack. Life musthave sharp 
things in it. We cannot make up our 
robe of Christian character without 
pins and needles. 

We want what Paul got, grace to 
hear these things. Without it we he- 
come cross, censorious and irascihle. 
We get ia the hahit of sticking our 
thorns into other people's fingers. But 
God helping us, we pluee these annoy- 
ances in tbe category of tbe ‘-all things 
that work together for good.” We see 
how much shorter these thorns are 
than tbe spikes that sLruck through the 
palms of Christ's hands, and remember- 
ing that he liml on his head a whole 
crown of thorns, we take to ourselves 
the consolation that if we suffer with 
him on esrth we shall be glorified with 
him in heaven . 

But how could Puul positively rejoice 
in these infirmities? 1 answer that the 
school of Christ has three classes of 
scholars. In the first class we learn 
how to he stuck with thorns without 
losing our patience. In the aecond 
class we learn how to make tho sting 
positively advantageous. In the third 
class of this school we learn how even 
to rejoice in being pierced and wound- 
ed: hut that ia the Senior class, and 
when we get to that we are near grad- 
Uatioa into Glory, — S. S. Time).

Oa motion of Henry 
Dana W ard, Esq. , Resolved, unani- 
mously, tlist a committee of three be 
appointed to address one or more of 
the most eminent men of the State who 
are Freemasons, soliciting their opinion 
upon the general character and tenden- 
cy of Masonic societies, accompanied 
with such explanations and remarks as 
they may choose to make upon the suh- 

Resolvcd, unanimously, that the 
chairman appoint thnt committee. 
Whereupon Mr. Ellsworth appointed 
Col. Richard Varick, ThomasFcssen- 
don, Esq., and Samuel St John, Esq., 
to constitute that committee. 

New York, April 21st, 1829, 
Bon. C.D. Colde n, 

Sir: The undersigned, the commit- 
tee appointed in pursuance of theahove 
resolutions, recollecting you as a dis 
tinguished memher of a sagacious and 
discriminating profession; having rea- 
son to remembsryou with respect and 
gratitude as Mayor of this city, and as 
their Legislative Representative at Al- 
bany and at Washington; and reposing 
confidence in you as a man ; and, being 
informed moreover, thnt you are inti- 
mately acquainted with Freemasonry, 
and have attained to Us most elevated 
degrees, begleave, in discharge of the 
trust committed to them, to solicit the 
communication of your opinion and 
judgment upon the tendency and ef- 
fects of that institution, accompanied 
with such explanations and remarks as 
you may chooss to make upon so in- 
teresting a subject.

Oektleuen : I do not think I ought 
to object to communicate in this man- 
ner, the sentiments I have long beld 
and have frequently expressed, in rela- 
tion to F reemasonry. 

It is true that I hare been a Mason a 
great number of years, and that 
I hare held very high Masonic offi- 
ces and honors. It is equally true that 
I have for a long time ceased to hsve 
any connection with the institution, be- 
cause I have believed, and do now he- 
lieve it is more productive of evil than 
good. It is also true thnt I have oa 
no fit occasion hesitated to express this 
sentiment. 

nOEB MA80NRT ALLOW A SIAN TO OlVE 
HIS HONEST OPINION? 

I would not do nnything inconsistent 
with any ohligntion 1 may have, however 
inconsistently, assumed. But I know 
nothing of Masonry to render it so horri- 
ble, asit would be in my estimation, if it 
obliged me to besilest when I thought 
its influences were pernicious. It would 
be detestable if it did not leave me ut 
liberty to warn others from following 
my example in hecoming memhers of 
aa institution, of which from its very 
nature I must havs been ignorant until 
I was initiated, and of which a just esti- 
mate can only he formed from experi- 
ence. I shall disclose none of ths se- 
crets of Masonry (if it now has any se- 
crets) nor shall I say anything incousist- 
ent with what is due to the eminent 
living, or illustrious dead, whose names 
are recorded as memhers of the frater- 
nity, I have had a just pride in hring 
associated with many of these, and now 
feel that I make a sacrifice in pursuing 
a course which may separata ms from 
men, for vybose pure motives and 
righteous principles, I shall never cease 
to entertain the most profound respect 
OI8CCS8IONB OF ITS PRINCIPLES ALLOWEU 
ny siASONnv, 

Discussions and expositions of the 
principles of Masonry, of its origin, its 
religion, its morals and its science, bnvc 
not been considered ns hetraying any 
obligation, hut on the eoutrary have 
heen sanctioned hy the highest Masonio 
authority . It is true that, till of late, 
Masonry has always heen a theme of 
panegyric; but if the advocates of the 
institution are free to epeak of its merits, 
it caunot be a violation of duty in those 


who hold different opinions, to express 
them vith hecoming respect and defer- 

I desire that it should be understood 
that ths sentiments I now entertain on 
this suhject, do not result from the al- 
leged murder of Morgan. It, is true 
this horrible event has induced me to 
think more and more seriously, than I 
should otherwise have done, of the soci- 
ety; bull have long entertained my 
present opinion, that a matt who would 
eschew alt evil, should not be a' Free- 
mason. Perhaps I cannot give a 
stronger evidence thnt this is not an 
opinion recently formed than to men- 
tion thst my son, by my advice, has 
never joined the fraternity. 

MASONRY INCITED WEAK MEN TO UORDER 

I cannot mention the deplorable 
event to which I have referred, without 
exculpating, so far as anything I can 
say will do it, the Masonio fraternity 
from any participation in that outrage . 

For a long time I did not heliere 
that Morgan had heen put to death. 
But I find myself obliged to yield to 
the force of evidence. I yet entertain 
the most entire confidence that the fra- 
ternity did not participate in the crime. 
On the contrary, I do not doubt but 
that all the guilt of that transaction, is 
confined to those infatuated men who 
assailed and slew him. The rest of the 
craft I am entirely convinced , sre as in- 
nocent of the hlood of Morgan as I am. 

1 fully helieve that they hold the per- 
petrators ia just ahhorrencc; they 
wtiuld rejoice if the guilty were discov- 
ered, and would aid in bringing tbe 
murderers to condign punishment. 

I do not believe that those who com- 
mitted this crime had any intention to 
take this man's lile, when they first as- 
sailed him. Under the influence of an 
enthusiasm which the forms and mys- 
teries of Masonry are so likely to excite 
in weak minds, they thought it would 
he meritorious to inflict some punish- 
ment for what they considered his de- 
linquency, But tbey proceeded from 
step to step, until tbey found they had 
involved themselves in a responsibility 
that would be ruinous if Morgan should 
be left to call them to account, A 
frantic interpretation of their Masonic 
obligations, and these fears, assisted, 
prohably, hy corporal stimulants, led 
them to stain their hands with the 
blood of their victim. 

If these conjectures he well founded, 
however little they will extenuate the 
crime of the murderers, the proof of 
such facts would exonerats the great 
hody of the craft from any participation 
in the guilt. But an institution, the 
forms, or obligations, or mysteries of 
which can be so perverted, or so misun- 
derstood, even by the weakest minds, 
as to indues -a hclief that it may be 
meritorious to murder an apostate 
brother, no good man, on due consider- 
ation and reflection, can think deserving 
of his countenance and support. 

MASONIO CHARITY, EXPENSIVE. 

If it he asked what are the advantages 
of Masonry ? It seems to me the an- 
swer may be given in these words: 
It often by it) charity relieve) the dis- 
tressed. But at what an enormous ex- 
pense is this charity dispensed ? When 
sll the machinery of lodges, chapters, 
encampments, councils, visitors, etc., 
etc, , is taken into consideration, it must 
he ohvious that the charitable contribu- 
tions of Masons are hut trifles in com- 
parison with the sums devoted to these 
objects. 

It may he douhted whether all that 
baa evar been applied to the charitahle 
funds of the institutions would equal a 
hundredth part, perhaps I might say a 
thousandth part, of wliat lias been ex- 
pended by Masons for their temples and 
tbeir decorations, for personal trap- 
pings, for jewelry, for funerals, for pro- 
eessions, for festivals, and ia tho con- 
viviality so inseparable from ths mcet- 
iags of the fraternity. 

Let it he admitted, however, that the 
institution does relieve the poorsnd dis- 
tressed to the greatest extent, ars the 
secrets and ceremonies of Masonry ne- 
cessary for the exercise of uny virtue?

It is often alleged that Masonry engen- 
ders and cherishes the social affections, 
by hringing.mcn together with kindly 
feelings toward each other. It is not 
he douhted hut that a well regulated 
social intercourse has a beneficial influ- 
ence on the disposition and character of 
mankind. But again it must he asked, 
why is the secrecy, the parade, and the 
obligations of Masonry necessary, if 
tbeir ohject be so virtuous i It is to he 
feared, however, that thesa meetings 
have not always -a hsppy influenca. 
Admitting that the utmost decorum 
and propriety are observed, while a 
lodge is open, yet the craft seldom sep- 
witbout refreshment; and it often 
happens that more is takes than is 
necessary to repair the exhaustion of 
their labors, and too frequently more 
than is consistent with temperance. 
Attendance upon lodges sometimes 
ids to hahits which are inimical to 
the prosperity and happiness of the 
members and their families. Every 
meeting of a lodge is attended hy visit- 
ors, and as there are generally, even 
ia the country, several lodges within 
the compass of ten or twenty miles op- 
portunities for these visitations fre- 
quently occur. Often the habit of mak- 
ing them renders a man, who would 
otherwise have been content with his 
own fireside, impatient at home, and 
desirous to exchange for the excitement 
of a Masonic hanquet, those enjoyments 
of his domestic circle with which he 
would have been perfectly content had 
it not heen for the seductions of the 
craft 

Did I know of any other advantages

If Masonry is arrogant and impious in 
ber (^tensions, and delusive in her 


airy of the dark ages of tbe old world, 
the names of certain orders, which 
never had any connection with ancient 
masonry. These modern institutions 
are no more branches of the masonic 
system, than they are of ths orders, 
whose titles they assume. 

MASONRY DOES NOT TEACH SCIENCE OR 

Tbe pretense that Masons are pos- 
sessed of any peculiar knowledge, is as 
fallacious ns their slaim to a supersatu- 
ral and antediluvian origin. But if they 
possess all that they pretend to have, 
of wlmt advantage is it to themselves 
or to mankind ? Suppose some cabalis- 
tic words have heen preserved and 
transmitted by masons through ages, 
and that the fahles they recite were 
true histories; how would it henefit 
themselves or their fellow-men! The 
world must he again covered with that 
darkness which excluded all moral and 
scientific light, hefore such knowledge 
can he of any use to the possessors. 

But it is pretended that lodges are 
schools of the moral and physical sci- 
ences, and instruction iu-thess is prom- 
ised to those who join the fraternity. I 
have never heard of any attempt to im- 
part any other moral instruction than 
that which is couveyed by precepts 
like these: that Masons must live with- 
in the compass; walk upright as the 
plumb; must deal on the square; and 
other such mystical advics. As 
ences the whole scope of instruction 
goes uo further than frequently 
mind the hrethren that the su 
in the east and seta in the west, and 
rules the day, and that the moon rul 
the night.

The thimble is then trimmed, pol- 
ished, and indented around its outer 
surface with a number of lit 
hy means of a small wheeL It is then 
converted into steel hy the cementation 
process, tempered, scoured, 
hrought to n blue color. A thin sheet 
of gold is then introduced into the inte- 
rior, and fastened to the steel by means 
of a polished steel mandril. Oold leaf 
is then applied to the outside, and at- 
tached to it by pressure, the edges he- 
ing fastened in a small groove made to 
receive them. Tbe thimhle is 
ready for use. Those made ii 
manner do not wear out, os so many 
ordiaary gold thimhles do, but will last 
for years. The gold coating, if 
away hy needles, may bs easily re- 
placsd, but tbe steel is of 
quality, and very durable.

In the • ’ hard cider" and '‘log cabin " 
campaign of 1840, a handful of aboli- 
tionists nomiuated a presidential candi- 
date at the eleventh hour of the can- 
vass, after almost every voter was com- 
mitted Whig or Democrat, Harrison or 
Van Buren. I myself voted for Har- 
rison, along with those apostolic men, 
Rankin, Gillet anil Crothers, etc., etc. 
For twelve horrihle years the Democrats 
had ruled the country and slavery had 
ruled the Democrats. I went up to 
Massilon from Cincinnati and defeated 
the attempt to commit our Ohio Anti- 
slavery Society to a political (Liberty) 
party till we could beat Van Buren hy 
electing Gen. Hnrrison. Van Buren 
had lately crowned his treachery to 
freedom by attempting to aend hnck 
the Mendi Africans to their pirate cap- 
tors, Muntez and Ruiz; and his election 
would have endorsed that infamy. 
And as he or Harrison must he elected. 

I said, ” If 1 saw two wild beasts going 
into n bedroom for my children, and 1 
could stop but one, I would take the 
more dangerous animal hy the tail.” 
I never was proud of that vote, which 
let in John Tyler, after (1 have no 
doubt) the good Gen. Harrison was 
poisoned. 

Now 1 have told this story on myself 
to show that I am not the one who can 
consistently blame brethren Douglas 
nnd the twenty-eight who wish to vote 
‘‘ this once" as 1 did ill 1840. 

But I believe 1 am wiser now than 
1 was then. And 1 go heart mid soul, 
body and goods for the nomination. 1 
went to a Liberty meeting the week 
after Harrison’s election, and voted a 
straigli t Liberty ticket till slavery fell hy 
Lincoln’s proclamation. 

Principles are permanent; while cir 
cumstances are fluctuating nnd fading.

While the first two points of 
operation — the purifying of the church 
of Christ and unshackling the pulpit, 
have always been, and should continue 
first in the prayers and labors of the 
Association, the opinion has been rap- 
idly gaining, especially among the old 
men, whose unquestioned wisdom and 
experience added force to thoir views 
that the time to revive this long-slum- 
hering issue had come. 

Delegations were early on hand, and 
an hour of the forenooa was occupied 
by an impromptu meeting for confer- 
ence and prayer. 

OVEN1NO SESSION. 

Promptly at 2 P. J1 , delegates and 
others numbering nearly two hundred 
were gathered in the spneions and 
beautiful audience room of the Second 
Congregational Church, und were called 
to order by ' President Blanchard, 
Chairman of the National-'Executrvc 
Committee. President Fairchild, 
Oberlin College, was introduced, and 
welcomed the Convention to the hospi- 
talities of Oberlin. The Convention, he 
sold, would find sympathy in the co 
munity, and a general repugnance 
secret societies.

Can a cause 
fail which has such advocates ! 


Beyond what has appeared in the Cy- 
nosure, no one knew, or could guess, 
what the Oberlin mooting would do 
about political action. As editor, 1 
strictly fotebore to attempt to "blow 
up" a movement. The time for polit- 
ical action is, when the unhinssed and 
delibemte judgment of a mass of men 
requires it. Under this conviction, the 
Cynosure had been so careful to give 
every shade of opinion, that many did 
not know whether its editor was for 
nominating or against it. And The Inde- 
pendent, May 23rd, gave the following 
as its estimate of our position:' 

"The Cynosure ia in n political 
quandary. It weighs the arguments 
for and against supporting Greeley in 
the balance, and hardly knows whether 
to advise his nomination at Oberlin or 
not. With one of its statements we 
heartily concur. ‘The Oherlin Conven- 
tion needs wisdom.’ We do not know 
of any body that needs it more,” 

Except that we never had an idea 
that Mr. Greeley, would he nominated 
there, the Independent was not far 
from right. Our nominations, there- 
fore, were simply and literally sponta- 
neous. Ths National Association, af- 
ter discussion so .'free that Grant men 
were permitted to speak who would 
pot and did not enroll their names with 
us, resolved in favor of immediate nom- 
ination; and a motion, made in def- 
erence to the minority, to defer nom 
inating, was tahled without a division. 
Then those who would no longer vote 
for forsworn men or their tools, met in 
a crowded room (notin "secret session” 
as some sneak insinuates) and suggest- 
ed the names of two gentlemen, neither 
of whom could be consulted, and one 
of whom (Mr. Adams )was not even eu- 
doreed for as an Anti mason. These 
names were provisionally put in nomina- 
tion, and a Platform Committee appoint- 
ed and instructed to suhmit the names 
and platform to the anti-secret masses; 
one farmer remarking, that he "knew 
not whether Adams was with us, but if 
not, he knew that he should drop him 
as a child drops a hot potatoe.” We, 
the Platform Committee shall obey our 
instructions. 

Thus this movement has sprung from 
the breasts of honest, God-fearing men; 
like the American Revolution, on the 
day of the Lexington and Concord 
fights. There was not through that 
whole bloody day an officer of any kind 
on our side in command. A British 
officer ordered his troops to fire on a 
squad of people; the people returned 
the fire, and drove those troops, who 
had marched out to the tune of Yankee- 
doodle, back into their Boston barracks 
to the tune of Chevey Chase. So it 
was in our slavery war. Freemasonry 
had spoiled WeBt Point; and slavery 
and Masonry had officered our army. 
We had no leaders. Ws did not want 
office, hut justice, and free government.

The .Uldressea of the Second Evening, 

Address of President Blanchard on the 
Sabbath Preceding. 

A# no nerl/ntim reports could he oh- 
timed of the addresses of Kit .1. W. 
Bain, Prof, Slotne and C. A Blancli- 
ar<l, on the second evening ot the An- 
niversary, I lie following abstracts, fur 
uislied by the speakers themselves, are 
published, with slight' emendations, 
from the Cleveland Herald. But these 
cannot do justice to the vivid eloquence 
nnd powerful arguments which eu- 
chained the vast audience. 

of Newcastle, Pil, first addressed the 
Convention, oil "The Secrecy, the Ob- 
ligations and the Deism of Masonry," 
in suhstance as follows : 

I-Iabitual secrecy, as a principle of 
notion in any pursuit, business associa- 
tion or aim in life, is injurious to that 
openness, candor and truthfulness 
which forms the highest and noblest 
type of manhood; and the whole life 
of Masonry, as an institution, depends 
upon the most profound and .habitual 
seorecy concerning all its ceremonies 
and operations. To obtain members, 
it must start to work, not upou the in- 
telligence, sense of justice, charity or 
virtue of men, -but upon the lower 
characteristics of humanity — morbid 
curiosity and superstition, When the, 
man hecomes a Mason, he must become 
dumb only as this tyrant may suffer 
him to speak. He must guard the 
very motions of his hands and eyes, 
lest he should betray something that, 
in the language of VVehh, would ’‘ex- 
pose him to the horror and detestation” 
of his fellow Masons, and, i suspect, 
expose him to something sharper, In 
other words, he must do continual vio- 
lence to the instincts of his nature to 
be free, communicatiie,' open and can- 
did. Habitual secrecy is ' uot natural; 
it is the very opposite, . The iiutnau 
rare learned it and felt the need of it 
by sinning. Why does a child tell er- 
ei^' tiling it hears, sees and does! dim- 
ply because it supposes everything it 
does and that everybody else does is 
right. So long as your child is com- 
municative, free and candid concerning 
its thuugln- aud actious, y ou feel it is 
innocent; hut as soon as your child be- 
comes clow mouthed, secieiive aud 
evasive, you feel, “Alas, my child is 
becoming corruptl" 

Therefore we say it is very injurious 
for young men to be brought under the 
influence of this very central ’ principle 
ot F i eemasoury ; that it represses an d 
prevents the growth, it it does not de- 
stroy, the nohlest principles of, his man- 
hood. But <ve are told the family lias 
secrets. Is this wrong and, suspicious! 
Notquite-so fast, if you please. The 
family is not founded on hnbitual se- 
crecy as a principle of family life, and 
it is a misuse of language to dull the 
privacy of the family "secrets. ” It is a 
privacy simply dictated, by a sense of 
prudence aud propriety.’ There is no 
obligation or oatli laid on any member 
of the family to keep any of the pro- 
ceedings secret. Suppose you knew a 
family that, whenever anybody knocked 
at the door, before admission, ""would 
put them under the most solemn oath 
and penalties to tell nothing they heard 
or saw there, would that tnmily not 
sooa fall under the suspicion ot nil the 
neighbors? And very soon the police 
would search the house for counterfeit 
money or dies, or some’ other iniquity. 

Again, it is said war could not be 
carried on without secrecy. Do Ma- 
sons intend this os nn argument iu fa- 
vor of their secrecy 1 Then we say war 
is au unnatural state of society, and if 
they admit they are at War with all the 
rest of society, then there is a point in 
the analogy. We believe .they ar«, but 
this does not make a point in their fa- 
vor. Again, it is said secrecy is neces- 
sary to international diplomacy. Yes, 
and the truth is that secrecy has made 
it the most corrupt and dangerous 
thing for a nation’s peace.

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Dear Brethren: Those of you who 
were present at our lnte gathering in 
Amsterdam will remember that I read 
and moved the adoption of the follow- 
ing preamhle and resolution : 

Whereas, We, us members of Beptist 
churches, believe that the Chnstinn relig- 
ion, as established by Christ and his apos- 
tles, is the only religion known among men 
which is or can be blest of God to the sav- 
ing of men from eternal dealh; and that the 
Christiau Church, which is the embodi- 
ment and exponent of that religion, is the 
only instilution appointed or recognized hy 
Christ for Mint great purpose; and 

W he reas, There are among us other in- 
stitutions claiming to be religious, audable 
to save loco without Christ and his atone- 
ment, drawing men into a fatal snare, to 
the drowning of their souls in perdition; 
even seducing Christian ministers and mem- 
bers of our churches to their affiliation and 
support ; and that among these Institutions 
may he classed Freemasonry and Odd-fel- 
lowship, especially the former ; therefore,

it Head of the Church demand of 
us that we, as churches and individual 
members of churches, make active, judi- 
cious and persistent efforts to prevent our 
pastors and brethren und sisters from join- 
ing in unholy affiliation with these rivalsand 
enemies of our Lord and hla Church , and 
that we affectionately and earnestly invite 
those of nurhretkren who are memhers of 
these orders to come out from them ; aud 
that we do discouutenance all ihe secret as- 
sociations of the day, aa in their tendency 
fraught with evil, and wholly unneeded hy 
any good couse." 

You will also remember that, before 
I could give my reasone for bringing 
eueh n matter before the Association, n 
a motion was made by a pastor (who 
has been in tbe body but n ebort time 
compared with my service nmong you) 
thnt my resolution lie on the tohle in- 
definitely. This motion you permitted 
to corry, and thus 1 Whs gagged, and 
freedom of speech was denied amoag n 
people who have it for their hoast that 
tbe world is indebted to them for such 
measure of this hlessing as it now cn- 
joys. 

1 now desire to hold up for your in- 
spection the nnture nnd some of the in- 
evitable results of your action. And, 
first, though not the most important, 
your action was discourteous to me. 
For most of tbe time for tbe past six- 
teen years, 1 have wrought a work 
among your churcbce which has, I ver- 
ily believe, tbe divine, os well as your 
approvul. 1 hnve cheerfully borne such 
hurdeae in our common work as you 
were pleased to lay upon me. Twice 1 
have served you in the highest office in 
your gift For five yenrs 1 labored as 
ebairman^f your Missionary Commit- 
tee, suggesting and helping to inaugu- 
rate n system of work which has result- 
ed in giving us a self-sustaining church 
in Johnstown, and in materinlly aiding 
other weak interests, as well as lilting 
from our consciencen a debt of 8200. 
In all this time, I do not remember 
thet 1 have ever carried myself dis- 
courtcouely towerda the body we all 
love, or towards any pastor or memher 
thereof; and yet, notwithstanding all 
this, when 1 hring before tbe Associa- 
tion a matter which 1 helieve to be vi- 
tally affecting the honor of our Lord, 
the prosperity of his churches, and the 
salvation of souls. I am refused a hear- 
ing; and that, too, in a manner well 
calculated to wound any one possessing 
even a amaU. share of Uhristian sensibil- 
ity. 

But, of more importance thnn the 
feelings of any man, a vital principle 
was struck, and grievously wounded in 
the house of its professed friends. The 
liberty to bring hefore our body nnd to 
discuss any subject believed to have an 
important hearing on our Master's work 
ie one of the dearest privileges Chris- 


tian freemen possess. To be deprived 

of this at the hehest of a secret and il 
res possible organization, defying discus- 
sion or control, is aa outrage which de- 
mands a rebuke at the hands of every 
true Baptist. E very lover of truo Bap- 
tist principles was insulted hy the 
tion of which 1 complain. 

But. worse than this insult to me, 
any body of men. 1 contend that the 
laying of that preamhle nnd resolu- 
the table without a word of 
discussion was on insult to our Lord 
and Master. 

Give me your attention aad 1 will 
try to make this appear. 1 am per- 
fectly satisfied that, but for the pres- 
ence and influence of memhers of the 
aimed at in my resolution, it 
would have paased unanimously. Let 
ib sec what it uaserts, and what you 
,o scornfully refused to discuss end 

First, the preamble asserts that the 
Christian religion, as established by 
Christ ar.d his apostles, ie the only 
religion that can save men. This fun- 
damental truth, which we, as Bap 
helieve and love, you refused an 
endorsement, and practically Baid, hy 
your action, ‘‘We do not hold, and 
will not maintain such a doctrine.” 
You did not mean to do any euch 
thing; hut you did it, nevertheless. 
An opportunity was given you in 
these perilous times, to confess the 
Saviour, in reasserting a fundamental 
truth connected with his work 
earth, and you utterly refused to do 
This has an ugly look, nnd I ver- 
ily helieve the day is not far distant 
when you will regret this ill-ndrised 
actiou. Mny God forgive you for thus 
denying his Bon I 

Secondly, the preamble says that 
the Christinn Ch-.rch it the only insti- 
tution recognized or appointed hy 
Christ as asving. This, too, you prnc- 
ticolly denied by laying it on the table 
indefinitely, as though its very asser 
a insult to the Association. 
Those who really believe th at Freema- 
sonry and Odd- fellowship are as surely 
saving instrumentalities as ie the 
Church, with her pure and Christly 
doctrines, and they are in large num- 
bers, will hail your action with joy, 
and triumph in the insult offered to 
Christ and to me, his servant Look 
at it as you will, you cannot relieve 
yourselves of the conviction that you 
have thrown away an opportunity to 
honor the Master; and not only that, 
hut so surely as my assertion was true, 
you insulted and grieved the Lord you 
profeee to love. 

Again, the preamble eays that there 
are institutions among us claiming to 
be religious, and saving, without 
Christ and hie atonement, hy which 
many souls are deceived to their ruin, 
and thnt Christian ministers and lay- 
men aro drawn into them, thus help- 
ing them to delude and destroy men; 
and that "among these institutions 
may he classed Freemasonry nnd Gdd- 
fellowship, especially the former.” 
Thia statement, had you given me the 
opportunity, I stood prepared to prove, 
hy revelations made hy seceders, 
by tbe teachings of their highest 
authorities, — authorities which will be 
acknowledged hy every intelligent mem- 
ber of these orders. 

Now, if what 1 thus asserted he true, 
then it is a most momentous truth, aud 
to strangle its utterance ie n grievous 
sin ngainet Christ, and a terrible wrong 
to souls who ars heing led into these 
orders hllndfold to the endangering of 
their eternal welfare. 

By laying my motion on tbe table 
indefinitely, you practicolly charge me 
with falsehood without giving me a 
chance to justify myself; nr, if you be- 
lieved my statement os to these institu- 
tions, you say, hy your action, that, if 
true, it is not a matter of sufficient < 
sequence to entitle it to a fair discussion 
among ue. Tuking cither horn of tho 1 
dilemma, n grievous wrong was done. 
At a proper time, should yon give me 
an opportunity, 1 pledge myself to 
prove, beyond a cavil or a doubt, tho 
truth of everything asserted in my pa 
per. 

Allow me now, nnd finally, to coll 
your attention to another thing assert- 
ed in my resolution, i. e. , tbnt code. is 
tency und loyalty to Christ demand 
that we should make efforts to prevent 


pastors and members from joiaiag 

these orders. Admitting what fassert 
ed in my preamble to be true, this is a 
self evident proposition, and oae of no 
trifling importance; and to deny it in 
the summary manner in which it was 
done was a dishonor to Christ and his 
truth. And why was this doae f Be- 
cause Masons in our hody feared the 
discussion, and were determined that 1 
should not have au opportunity to 
prove my chargee agaiast their frater- 
nity . , They expected my action, and 
were prepared to gag me as they did, 
hy the active co-operation of some, and 
the equally efficient silence of others. 
Brethren, this has a had look for Bap- 
Will you look at it carefully 
aud prayerfully 1 

'Man proposes, hut God disposes.” 
This subject is not laid on the table 
definitely; and there is no power whioh 
in keep it there. As Bure aa there ' 
God who honors truth and honest 
endeavor, so surely will this matter find 
hearing hefore the Saratoga Baptist 
Association, and you, my hrethren, 

' vet Bee that justice is done to truth 
her Master, as well aa to one 
loveB you as he lovee no other body of 
Christians on earth. 1 know that many 
of you were not prepared for such sud- 
den action. I foel that many of you 
will regret that you allowed eleven mi 
to tie up the whole hody to such 
wicked transaction. Those eleven m< 
knew what they were about. They 
acted deliberately in favor of Masnnry, 
which denies our Lord and colls tbe re- 
ligion held and promulgated by tbe 
churches ‘‘sectannnism,’' as compared 
with the religion of Masonry, Their 
a was n deliberate prostration of 
Christianity at the feet of their Christ- 
less iastitution. I nay this not i 
ger, but in sorrow; for I have long 
known nnd loved the men who did this 
wrong. I now helieve that, if they 
could have seen the fer-reaohing effects 
of their action, they would never ht 
refused me the privilege of proving, 
at least trying to prove tiie truth of 
what I hnve asserted. 

In concluding these remarks, I 
peal to my brethren to examine this 
subject, so as hereafter to he able to 
act underatandicgly when nextitc 
hefore you, as come it will. Many of 
you are ignorant .on this subject, and 
hitherto, beeauec your attention had 
not been called to the matter; but now 
tbe time has come when God will 
longer wink at this ignorance. Light 
isnt hand, and can be ohtained, although 
Masonry and its kindred ahominationt 
ha9 well nigh throttled tbe press of the 
country, as it has, in a great measure, 
the pulpit The Christian Cynosure, 
in which this article appears, is a Chris- 
tian paper, and has for a specialty this 
war against secretiem in nil its forme . 
It is conducted with profound ability, 
and by men who feel that they 
called of God to the work. Besides 
this paper, there are i. number of oth- 
ers which have done nnd are etil) doing 
good service in this cause. There 
also a growing literature in this direc- 
, with which every Christian should 
he acquainted ; so that hereafter igno-

To those wbo make Oreece and 
Rome the etandard of taste, the artis- 
tic creations of the Chinese and 
Japanese must necessarily appear 
very barbarous, Japanese art 
pecially. as it is furthest removed 
from Europe geographically, so it 
creations of fancy are nt the wide! 
extreme from our western models of 
beauty. In copying nnture, Greece 
and Rune excel. Their statuary is 
unequalled simply because it is true 
to nature. Hercules and Apullo. 
Venus and Juno, are hut the repro- 
duction in marble of the several types 
of strength aod beauty that nre fouod 
in actual existence. But Japanese 
forms arc moulded from an entirely 
d>ff--rent pattern, Laying aside the 
Buddhist statues and pictures, which 
are ol a more recent origin, we 
scarcely anywhere an exact copying of 
nature. It ie aa if a thousand minds 
had been employed to create a » 
and they had filled it with all manner 
of wierd and strange beings. In thii 
reepect the creations of the Japanese 
imagination are allied to the imps 
goblins of northern mythology, nnd 
not improbuhly have the same origin, 
dating h-ck to a period quite heyond 
that of Oreek and Roman history. 

The workmanship of the Japanese 
is superior to that of tbc Chinese. 
The creations of geniue nre holder, 
more grotesque, nndol greater variety. 
Some of (he vasce for sale at the 
Japanese etores in this city, of cx- 
quisito design, are offered at 8400 a 
pair. Others range from fifty to a 
hundred and Gfty each. Bronze ves- 
sels for religious purposes nre of simi- 


larly bigb prices. Tbc toys snd puz- 
zles of every description, ivory, bronze 
and porcelain ornaments nnd utensils, 
boxes of wood, paper and straw, make 
up a display of artistic skill, scarcely 
equalled except in our large jewelry 
and statuory stores. 

The temples snd public huildinga 
of tbe Japanese are of the sa 
ral style with tbe Burmese, Siamese 
nnd Chinese. The chief object 
'orship in tbe Shinto temples is 
metallic mirror, typical ol tbc sun, the 
emblem of Oeity. Ooe of these, 
over by Mr. Ooble, iaabcautifulspecimcn 
of art. Their heroes nnd demigoda are 
very numerous, and nre kept as house- 
hold gods by the mikado and other 
members of tbe celestial family. These 
images are of wood, bronze, stone and 
clay. Specimens of all these- have 
been gent by Mr. Ooble. Sboki, tbe 
devil killer, is a big brawny war god, 
with broad sword in hand, resembling 
■he old Woden. Fukorokojin, the god 
of wealth, is n finely carved figure nf 
exquisite workmanship, with 
on bis shoulders and u head towering 
up in most extraordinary proportions, 
indicating that the Japanese place 
tbeir organ of acquisitiveness where 
ws locate veneration. Toeitoku 
god of learning nnd talents, with an 
exceedingly expansive forehead. Poets 
and philosophers are honored by having 
tbeir images preserved in wood 
bronze. Even a badger, which hy 
living with a priest attained divinity, 
is honored with n ctny i mage, intended, 
we suppose, aa n ksson to mankind of 
what religion cun do for the lowest 
grade of beings. The favorite emblem 
of tbe mikado ia the old winged dragon, 
slmost irresistibly suggesting that tl.eir 
chief object of worship is the devil 
himself. One of these emblems 
by Mr. Ooble is of extremely delicate 
workmanship; it is mounted on a pole, 
like ths brazen serpent of Moses, 
rounded hy flames and inclosed ii 
oriental triptych. Whethsr this strsnge 
image has a connection, traditionally, 
with the fiery flying serpent of the Old 
Testoment, would he an interesting 

The Japanese paintings do not, of 
course, compare with those of our *r- 
Tbe gaudiness of the coloring 
and the angularity of their ornaments- 
itrikingly resemble the Mexiean 
and Central American paintings of tbe 
pre-Columbian period aa to make us 
think they sprang from the snme source. 
We have before us several novelettes 
illustrated all the way through with 
these gaudy and distorted figures, 
many of which for the droliness and 
iginality of tbeir caricatures would be 
irtby of Punch. Zenmu, ths found- 
of the Japanese dynasty in 000 B. 
C., 2532 years ago, is represented as u 
warrior, clad in heavy mail, with deer 
horns and peacock feathers upon hi- 
head, a fan in his hand, nnd wearing a 
gaudy dress. Amongst the varieties 
of being with which Japanese nrtista 
have peopled the world are men with 
id that in the middle of the 
forehead, others with three eyes; some 
with lion heads upon human bodies, 
others with birds' heads; men with 
three fingers, others with the heads of 
frogs, and scales upon theirlegs termin- 
ating in claws, hairy giants, some with 
horns, others with claws or hoofs like 
boraes. A pagein a Japanese hook lying 
before us is filled with a raca of people 
whose heads are round like the moon, 
laid upon their bodies horizontally. 

;ral plates represeuting the po- 
sition of tbe limbs and muscles of the 
human frame in the various occupa- 
tions of life are more perfect than the 
plates of aiiy modern anatomical work 
we have seen, Two pngen are occu- 
pied with wrestlers, in almost every 
conceivable attitude, every limb in its 
proper place, and every muscle properly 
developed, Surely a people like this 
lave native talent which, with a 
lint broader cultivation, will on- 
able them to rival the most civilized 
races. So long to us unknown, 
by an isolation more profound than sny 
other portion of tbe glohe, they nre 
now at our doors, ealling upon us for 
learning and light. The mikado has 
sent the flower of his court, to observe 
nnd learn our discoveries and progress 
science and art, determined not to 
■ behind us in the race of improve-

part of the Gemocrnts '‘seceded," and 
put another Democrat in nomination. 
Jos Ritncr was again the Whig Anti- 
mssonio candidate for Governor, and, 
receiving a plurality (hut not majority) 
of votes, w:i9 legally elected. 

Anti-masonry appeared at full me- 
ridian in the State. The Legislature 
was Auti-mnsonii, and Anti-masons 
were jubilant. -‘The Great Common- 
er," Thaddeus Stevens, then of Adsms 
county, was in the House of liepre- 
scuts tives then and for seversl years af- 
terwards. The writer of these noteB 
resided in Beaver county, the place of 
his nativity, from 180T until 1850. 

Gov . Ritner, in his inaugural mes- 
sage , was against Masonry . Auti- ma- 
sons, under the lead ot Mr. Stevens, 
commenced the inveslignuonof Mason- 
ry. Amongst others, Ex- Governor 
Wolf, and John B. Gibsou (Whigs), 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
both.uudersloud to he Royal Arch Mu- 
sous, were summoned before the "bnr” 
of the House of Representatives. Chief 
Justice Gibson treated the summons 
with contempt. (Note this sentence 
until the sequel shell appear.) Ex- 
Governor Wolf appeared, hut refused 
to be sworn or testify, alleging it as a 
persecution, officious intermeddling, 
etc., where they had no legs! jurisdic- 
tion. Gn the question heing put to 
commit for cootempt, the Anti-mason- 
ic vote failed! Ex- Governor Wolf went 
at Inrge triumphant, and circulated a 
printed manifesto throughout the 
Slate, giving his reasoos for not tes- 
tifyiog, and storing that Masonry con- 
tained nothing detriments! to civil 


George Wolf, a Democrat and promi- 
nent Freemason, was Governor of Penn- 
sylvania from 1820 to 1836. In 1831, 
he appointed John Bredio, a Royal 
Arch Mason, of Butler county, Presi- 
ding J udge over the courts of Beaver, 
Butler and Mercer counties, and in pre- 
ference to Jamee Allison, of Beaver 
county, father of John Allison, who 
signs the United States treasury notes 
sines 1880. Mr. Allison was generally 
petitioned for by the har and people ; 
the oldest and best qualified attorney 
in the circuit, and of unexceptionable 
moral character: not so the appointee, 
whose name had not ^een hessd of as 
a candidate m Beaver county until his 
appointment was announced, lie was 
finally summoned (on 3u minutes no- 
tice) to appear - 'in the Grand Lodge 
shove," while in office. Joseph Ritncr 
(of German descent), of Washington 
county, Pennsylvania, a Whig and an 
avowed Anti-mason, against Gaorge 
Wolf, on the first canvass, received 
about 50,000 votes. In 1835, George 
Wolf was a candidate for re-election 
for the third term (of thrss years), and 


The testimony of such Masons as 
ere willing was taken and printed, but 
t legislative acts were passed. Thus 
ended the Anti-masonic- investigation, 
and Governor Ritner's admioistration. 

in 1838, the Constitution was 
amended, or, rather, a new one was 
adopted, by a majority of only 1,212 
es throughout the Stete. By the 
r Constitution, the word "while" 
off colored persons, who had voted 
from 1776 unchallenged. The time of 
meeting of- the Legislature was extend- 
ed from the first Tuesday in Geceraber 
the first. Tuesday in January, and 
the Governor's term from the third 
Tuesday in Decemher to the third 
Tuesday in Jauuary. This exteoded 
Governor Ritner's term one month, with 
his administration, after the Constitu- 
tion was adopted, which went into ef- 
fect January 1st, 1830. Governor Rit- 
ner was a candidate for re-election in 
1838, hut was defeated hy D. R. Por- 
ter, Geraocrat and Freemason, sod, 
with him, a majority of the Legisla- 
ture was Democratic. 

After the opening of the Lsgislalure 
of 1838, and the votes were announced 
for the new ConsUlution and D. R. 
Porter, the Democrats made demon- 
strations, apparently hostile, in hoth 
Houses Speaker Penrose, of the Sen- 
ate, left the chair, leaped out ol a win 
dow. snd left the Senate. Speaker 
Cunningham (of Mercer county), of the 
House of Representatives, declined to 
force his way to the chair, though he 
suffered no personal violence. Gover- 
nor Ritoer, without first calling upon 
the civil authorities for aid, called upon 
General Patterson for military aid. 
When the troops arrived no organized 
body of Democrats was found. This 
was, by the Qemocrata, called the 
"Buckshot War." Governor Ritner's 
administration, during its last days of 
prolonged time, effected nothing valu- 
ile to the State. 

By the terms of the new Constitu- 
>n, the Justices of the Supreme Court 
ere to be appoin cd by the Governor, 
for the term of fifteen years, and the 
Justices' commissions (five in numher), 
then in office iu 1838, should expire in 
fifteen yean from their dotes on the 1st 
day of Jnauary, 1836, us they bore 
dale when the Constitution took effect. 
Chief Justice Gibson's commission was 
the oldcat (salary $2, flflU $ per annum), 
and would expire first, early under 
Governor Porter’s administration. 

Between the third Tuesday and Inst 
day of Decemher, 1838, Chief Justice 
Gihson, the *’ Royal-Arch Mason," ten- 
dered his resignation to Governor Rit- 
ner, which was accepted snd filed; but 
before the close of Decemher 3 1st, Gov- 


ernor Ritner recommissioned John Ban- 

nister Gibson Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court for fifteen years ! 

In Governor Ritner's inaugural, dated 
Decemher 15, 1835, he Baid his ob- 
ject should he "the selection of officers 
who will advunce the comfort and pi 
perity of nil by a faithful, honest and 
efficient discharge of their duty. While 
the power remains in my hsnds thnt 
object will he kept in view." ’ 
supremacy of the laweand equal rights 
of the people, whether threatened or 
assailed hy individuals or hy secret, 
sworn associations, I shall, so far as 
may be compatible with the constitu- 
tional power of the Executive, endeavor 
to maintain." 

Governor Ritner had been decidedly 
Whig during his administration, which 
was his paramount creed, and not An- 
ti-masonry. In his message of 1837, 
he was strong ngainat ’‘federal govern- 
ment usurpation and dictation;" this in 
reference to the policy of General Jack- 
son’s administration in relation to de- 
posits, specie and the United Steles 
Bank at Philadelphia, the policy of 
which was presumed to continue under 
President Van Buren. Governor Rit- 
ner recommended and obtained a Stete 
charter from Pennsylvania for "Biddle’s 
Bank.” When the renewal of the Uni- 
ted States charter was defeated by 
President Jackson, Governor Ritner and 
the United States Bank both ' ’fell slain 
in Mount Gilhoa. " 

The Democrats in Pennsylvania, and 
Beaver connty, in that State, never he- 
trayed Anti-masomc pledges. They 
never had an opportunity. None were 
nominated, as far os known tome. The 
Whigs generally (when not Masons) 
sympathized with the Anti-masons, and 
the Democrats with tksons. 

An Anti- masonic political organiza- 
tion had been effected for Beaver coun- 
ty, and, after Governor Ritner’s nomi- 
nation in 1835, the Anti-masonic and 
Whig Conventions met in different 
houses at the county seat The Whig' 
coovention sent a committee to invite n 
union. The permanent president Gen. 
J. A. Scroggs, a Whig, favored a coun- 
ty uoion ticket The vote was carried 
by a majority, againBt a candid. but de- 
cided minority. Gen. Soroggs was mads 
a Vice-president of the Whi'g-Auti-ma- 
sonic County Convention, as it was 
styled in the canvass. The ticket was 
carried and Joseph Ritner elected; and 
thnt was the last ol political Anti-ma- 
sonry in Beaver county, Pennsylvania, 

‘ 'and I only am escaped to tall thee." 

In 1835, no Mason, if known, could 
oh tain an office in Beaver county. In 
1849, the Masons had the county un- 
der their control.

Thie is called the due-guard of an Entered Apprentice Ma- 
son, (many coll it sign) and alludes to the penalty of the ob- 
ligation. (See obligation. ) The Master then declares the 
lodge opened, iu the following manner: . ‘I now declare 
thia lodge of Entered Apprentice Mesona duly opened for 
dispatch of business.’ The Senior Warden declares it to 
tbe Junior Warden, and he to the Brethren. ‘Come, Breth- 
ren, let ue pray. — 'One ofthe following prayerB is-uacd: 
t Most holy end glorious Godlthe greatarchitectof the Uni- 
verse; the giver of all good gifts and graces : l’bou bast 
promieed that 'Where two or three are gathered together in 
thy name, thou wilt he in the midst of them and bless them.' 
In Uiy name we assemble, most humbly beseeching thee 
to hless us in all our undertakings; that we may know and 



nerve thee aright, and that all our actions qpiy tend to thy 
glory and our advancement in knowledge and virtue. And 
we beseech thee, 0 Lord God, to hless our present assem- 
bling; and to illuminate our minds through the influence of 
the Son of Righteousness, that wemav walk in the light of 
thy conutenance; and when the trials of our probationary 
state are over, be admitted into the temple, not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. Amen. Bo mote it be. 

Another prayer, as often used at opening as closing : 

Behnld, how good and pleasant it is for brethren todwell 
together in unity; it is like the precioue ointment upon the 
head, thatran down upon the heard, even Aaron's beard, 
that went down to the skirts of his garment; as the dew of 
Hermon, and os the dew that descended iipou the mountains 
of Zion, for there the Lord commanded the blessing, even 
life forever more.

The lodge heing now open snd ready to proceed to busi- 
ness, the Master directs the Secretary to read the minutes 
of the last meeting, which naturally brings to view the bus 
iness of the present. 

If there are any candidates to be brought forwnrd, that 
will he the first business to be alteuded to. I will therefore 
proceed with a description of the ceremonies used in the ad- 
mission and initiation of a candidate into tbc first degree 
of Masonry. 

A person wishing to hecomc a Mason must get some one 
who is a Msaon to present hie petition to a lodge, when, if 
there are no eerioua nhjections, it will he entered on the 
minutes, and a committeo of two or three appointed to en- 
quire into his character, nnd report to the next regular com- 
munication. The following is a form of a petition used by 
a candidate; but a worthy candidate will not he rejected 
for the want of formality in hie petition:

The isolated farm life, so universal 
here, -either does not exist at all in t 
greater port of continental Europe, 
it exists as a comparatively modern in- 
stitution. Tbe old populations, of all call- 
ings and profeesions, clustered together, 
for self-defense, and huilt walls around 
themselves. Out from these walls, for young, parents and children, met to- 
miles around, went the tillers of the getber to receive instruction and take 


The recent Synod of the Reformed

Thcideeof being hound 
hy oath to ohserve Masonic rites, to 
perform Masonic obligations, or to 
conceal Masonic principles, sfter a full 
conviction of their evil nature and per- 
nicious tendency, hecame to me os pre- 
posterous as for a person to conceive 
himself bound forever to continue in 
the service of Satan, because in nn evil 
time he had sworn perpetual allegiance 
to his Satanic majesty. I was led to 
an unshaken helief that all unlawful 
oaths are not binding, that penalties 
annexed to enforce them are of the 
same nature of tbe oath, that if one is 
unlawful the other is. of course, that 
neither ought to be performed, hut to 
be repented of, nnd the performance 
rejected as the only way to avoid tho 
evil. In such cases the sin lies in 
swearing to do that which is unlawful, 
aiid to perform such an ostb, after a 
conviction of its enormity, is only 
adding crime to crime. A conviction 
of the correctness of this doctrine last 
stated, 1 received from a consideration 
of the case of the conspirators against 
the life of St. Paul; the oath of Herod,

For awhile expedience seemed to 
dictate e eilent retreat from the observ- 
ance of Masonic rites, leaving the nd- 
he rents to the enjoyment of their 
fruitless institution, or to nkandon it 
when convinced of its insignificance. 
But the overpowering dictates of con- 
science were for different, and much 
more humiliating. Agreeshly to her 
directions, the first thing to be done 
was to take the place of self-abasement 
before a justly offended Ood, and by 
deep repentance seek an in 
pardoning grace, through the 
the hi ood and efficecy of it crucified 
Redeemer. This I trust has been done 
in the sincerity of a hroksn heart Mnd 
contrite spirit, under some comfortahlo 
degree of hope that the enormities 
committed were not beyond the reach 
of Oivine mercy. 

The second step dictated hy 
science was a public renunciation of 
Masonry. One important secret I had 
learned by becoming a Mason, which 
was, that some of my Anti-masonic 
Christian friends were deeply wounded 
with my adherence to an institution 
which they believed to be fraught with 
evil, and which, hy sorrowful experi- 
ence, I was also fully convinced to be 
such . And what still heightened their 
grief was, that my example had heen 
attended with a degree of influence 
in drawing others into the vortex of 
iniquity. Thus I reasoned: Evory 
person who has been led into a con- 
taminating ovil, and has beeD instru- 
mental of alluring others into the ssme 
hy his example, when conviuced of hia 
sin ought puhlicly to ahandon it, that 
his example in thiB respect inay coun- 
teract hie former influence. Masonry 
is a contaminating evil. I have been 
led into it, and doubtless my example 
has decoyed others into the snare. 1 
am fully convinced of the evil of my 
wny in this respect, and also of iu 
pernicious results to myself and others. 


To kill Pnul w > 
murder, n crime forbidden by -the laws 
of God and man. Consequently these 
men swore to do that which was un- 
lawful to be done, and the penalty of 
their oath was equally unlawful, 
for the life of msu is an inalienable 
property, and no one has a right to 
dispose of hia own life, or pledge il 
existence at hazard of forfeiture. The 
coaspiratore against tbe life of ^>t. Paul 
were providentially prevented from the 
execution of their murderous purpose 
in the performance of their unlawful 
onth. Now what shall they do with 
penalty equally unlawful, in which their 
life is forfeited! Shall they starve 
themselves to death heceuse they could 
not commit murder hy killing Paul 1 
We are not informed in Scripture how 
they disposed of their penalty ; hut of 
this we may he well assured, that if 
the penalty of their oath wes executed 
by starvation, tbey all died under the 
guilt of fotsweering themselves by 
taking an unlawful oath, and also under 
the additionel guilt of self-murder, for 
which crime they had no Bpace for r 
pentance.

Or 
shall he, in the exercise of presumptu- 
oue pride and inflexible, self-important 
determination to exalt orime above lai 
perform his onth, while the holy mt 
of Ood hlecde uuder his persecuting 
sword 1 The former was unqueation 
ehly his duty. But the totter was his 
murderous and ahominable conduct, 
which branded his character with in- 
famy, never to he effneed from the 
memory of ages. 

Martin Luther, and other reformers, 
while subject to the pepal usurpation, 
were under tbe oath oi perpetunl 
celibaoy. But when convinced that the 
requirement of suoh an oath was en 
illegal usurpation of power over the 
coneciencce of men, contrary to the 
known and express law of God for the 
perpetuity of the humsn race, and con- 
nected with other ahominntiona of 
equal magnitude, thoy broke the honda 
of unlawful restraint, and totally re 
nounced allegiance (o a power in oppo- 
sition to the authority of heaven. 
And who will say that they were not 
justified in so doing? - 

The ever memorahle forefathers of 
the land in which we dwell, were hound 


hy the oath of perpetual allegiance to 
the government of Great Britain. But 
when oppreaaive laws deprived them 
of their netural rights and ewed them 
into menial subjection to the sovereign- 
ty of a despot, who should hove been 
their nursing father; who, hut a tory 
of 1770, will ssy they were not justi- 
fied iD breaking that oath of allegiance 
by declaring this nation free end indc 
pendent, pledging their livee and prop 
erty, under the providence of Oqd. and 
in the exercise of their defensive pow- 
ers, to obtain tbeir freedom or die? 

From the foregoing considerations, 
nnd others of like importance, I was 
fully convinced that unlawful oaths are 
not binding, and ought not to he per- 
formed, but the siuful act of taking 
them should be repented of before 
God. And even the oath ol 
ance may he lawfully broken, when the 
sovereign, to support whose person and 
government the oeth is made, require) 
unlawful ohedience, or, in tbe language 
of Arch Oeacon Paley, “ When his' 
ill hehavior or imhecility is such as to 
make resistance beneficial to com- 
munity." 

For reasons, which must he ohvious to 
every rational heing who will read the 
revelation of - Masonic obligations os 
they are puhlished to the world and 
vouched by incontestihle authority to 
be correct, I was fully convinced thet 
Masonic oaths iD many points are 
lawful; that the penalties to enforce 
them ere unlewful without exception; 
that no person is legally or morally 
bound to perform the one or to execute 
the other; hut that every person in- 
volved in such oatba and penalties ii 
under indispensable obligations to repent 
of the act which thus involved him, 
and that to bumble himself hefore God, 
and seek forgiveness, is the only way 
to be delivered from the dire entangle- 
ment of crime. After the adoption of 
a principle thus important, to seoure 
the favor of Ood, and peace of miud 
in the answer of a good conscience, nil 
fearful apprehensions of consequences 
were no longer obstructions in the way 
of duty.

The consideration of probable offense 
to Masonic friends was truly painful. 
But a determination to do all in my 
power to persuade them to renounce 
Masonry, for the same reasons that t 
felt bound to renounce it, reconciled me 
even to hazard the trial of a probable 
separation from those over whom I 
could have no influence. 

Of one thing however, on this 
point, I was confident, viz: That the 
separation which might be thus cre- 
ated, would prove whether my 
former companions in Masonry, pos- 
sessed that charity which they pro- 
fessed when I was their associate. If 
eo they would cast their hrotherly 
mantle over my reasons for leaving 
them. However weak such reasons 
might appear in their view, still they 
would love , reaped and do me all the 
good in their power* 

But if their charity should prove to 
be a mere creature of Masonic origin, 
and designed only to promote Masonic 
interest, then, if they traduce my rep- 
utation, and pour Masonic vengeance 
on my head even to Morgan martyrdom, 
survivors will see additional evidence of 
the correctness of the principle which 
led me to renounce forever all allegi- 
ance to Freemasonry. 

The final result of the foregoing cog- 
itations was a fixed purpose of mind 
to make' e puhlic renunciation of Ma- 
eonry, hoping thet this evidence of 
repentance and humiliation may be 
blessed to counteract the influence of 
thoec deplorahle deeds which have 
proved so destructive to my peace and 
happiness, and so justly offensive in 
the sight of Ood. 

Therefore, in conformity with such 
determination, I do now, on this thir- 
tieth day of July, in the year of our 
Lord 1»29, eet my heDd to thie renun- 
ciation of the institution of Freema- 
sonry, totally absolving all and every 
degree of connection with it hereafter 
forever, under a full conviction that it 
is a speciee of the unfruitful works of 
darkness, wbich Christiens nre divinely 
forbidden to fellowship, and by the 
seme authority are required to re-

INTERESTING ACCOUNT AND IMPORTANT 
. SUGGESTIONS FBOH ANOTHER 

Editors of the Cynosure: 

A series of successful meetings was 
held in New Concord and Cambridge, 
Ohio, July 4th and 3th. for the dis- 
cussion of Freemasonry. Thrcemeet- 
ings were held at each place. The 
speaker was Mr. Charles A. Blanchard, 
of Wheaton, Illinois. Clear, forci- 
ble, eloquent and perauasive as a 
speaker, his addresses were a happy 
combination of irresistible argument, 
felicitous illustration, and inimitable 
pantomime, which carried his audience 
with bim to the end. Some of the 
fraternity said they would go to hear 
Mr. Blanchard whatever his subject 
might he. The audiences were good, 
especially at the latter place, where 
Masonic influence is strong. Tbe in- 
spiring music of the New Concord Sil- 
ver Coruet Band, announcing the pres- 
ence of Rn Anti-masonic Convention in 
Cambridge Rnd inviting its citizens to 
come and henr, contributed not a little 
to thia result. 11 It was a grand suc- 
cess,” was r remark frequently heard. 
The knowing looks of the fraternity 
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seemed nl first to say. the affair will he 

a failure. Presently, however, as the 
town began to fill, their smiles opened 
out into nn expression of surprise and 
astonishment; and finally with some 
settled down into an air of vexation 
and sullen anger ; with others into a 
feeling of horror. One poor fellow, 
whose nerves were doubtless weaker 
than those of his brethren, was o' 
heard to sey, ‘‘I wonder if these 
lows are going to stay here till they 
us all." 

The meetings were held in the town 
hall, and right under the lodge, or Ma- 
sonic church, ns Mr. B. very appro- 
priately styled it. Mnny said, *' I 
wonder Mr. Blanchard is not afraid to 
speak against Masonry!" A citizen 
remarked to me, "There isagreatfenr 
of the Masons;" and I thought his face 
was white as he said it. What does 
this prove I That the open discussion 
of this subject is felt to he dangerous, 
that the American right of freedom of 
speech will not he tolerated by Masons 
that Masons are dangerous men, an 
will answer discussion and argument 
hy private injury and personal ven- 
geance. And the history of the order 
proves that arsons and assassinations 
are its principal arguments. 

When Mr. B. descrihed, in the even- 
ing, the degrading and profane cere- 
monies, in Which a mull is stripped, 
blindfolded, haltered, etc., and so made 
a Mason, some of the “ lewd fellows of 
'the hascr sort,” in connection with the 
order, significantly remarked (outside) 
that if they had him in the lodge they 
would show him enough for another 
lecture. Very probahly they would, 
hut in the nature of the case the scene 
could only be enacted once. In regnrd 
to these ceremonies a minister, and 
thinking mnn, said, “Wheu I see tl 
mummeries and fooleries which Masous 
enact in public, I am prepared to believe

There were many in the community, 
including some who were not Masons 
and some even of the female sex (so 
false to their own honor), who felt 
very much like n certain m 
Gospel, who cried out. “Art thou 
come hither to torment us before 
the time." " I know thee .who tlx 
nrt, thou Holy One of God." And 
when all was over they were very 
much in the temper of the Gadureuos 
— ready to fall down and beseech him 
to depart out of their coasts.

And if so, is it not necessary that the 
"sinews of war" — men and mt 
— should be furnished! The method 
of collections is a poor one, 
mixed assembly of Masons, Anti-masons 
and neutrals is odious.

Christ Jesus is willing that his relig- 
ioo shall he tried hy the lives of his 
disciples. What other eystem will 
bjat to be put to such a test? Did 
scepticism ever proclaim its triumphs 
thus ? Did the philanthropic infidelity 
of the last century dare to hoast of 
Franca redeemed from superstition un- 
der the reign of terror, and point to 
Danton, Mirabeau, Robespierre, and 
the heroes of the guillotine, and aay, 
Theise are my witnesses? Would Paine 
and Bolingbroke ever think of sum- 
moning from the foul attics and pur- 
lieus of vice and degradation their 
begrimed followers, educated in their 
tenets, and proclaim to the world, Be- 
hold, these are our witnesses? Doea 
Universaliem ever muster its motley 
crew from the dramshops, the gam- 
bling hells and the brothels, and parade 
them before the public gaze to testify 
what it can do for man’s moral welfare 
and restoration ? No. Every system 
of falsehood and error shrinks from 
the ordeal, and would hide its disciples 
from observation rather than stand 
them up before the world, saying.

On the evening of the 1 1th list., 
another meeting was held in the R. P.

Pugh, of the Methodist C hutch ol 
Springdale, who endeavored to review 
the address of Rev. Timmons, nnd to 
answer the question put to him nt the, 
previous meeting — "Why are you an 
Odd -f-llaw ?” The review was very 
personal and discourteous. The an- 
swer to the qneatinn was, "Because o( 
the charity and benevolence of the 

Mr. Charles A. Blanchard, of Illinois, 
having met a fiiend in the vicinity 
and accompanied him to the meeting, 
was requested to address the meeting, 
which he did in a most amiable and 
convincing manner. In reply to the 
assertion of the former speaker that 
"no one who has not been behind the 
curtains can know Gdd-fellowaliin," 
Mr. Blanchard stated there were three 
sources of information on the subject: 
1st, What can be seen in their parades, 
funeral ceremonies, ite, ; 2d, Their 
books, such ns Grosh's Manual, Ac, ; 
3rd, The revelations of seceding mem- 
bers. Put these together and w« hnve 
ample knowledge of their nature and 
workings. Revs. Pugh and Riley 
stated that they uniformly prayed in 
the name of Christ in the lodge. Mr. 
Blanchard did not deny that; it may 
be done where there nre no objectors, 
as Jews. But this does not prove that 
Christ is not rejected by the general 
principles of the order, any more 
than five Sabbath- hrenking Frccmnsons 
would prove thnt Freemasonry re- 
quire* its members to break the Sab- 
bath. Mr. Pugh recommended to Mr.
